ADVERTISEMENT. 

The compiler of the following lift flatters him- 
felf, that he oflfers to the public a prefent of fome 
curiofity, though perhaps of no great value. This 
fingular catalogue contains an account of no few« 
cr than ten Englifli princes, and of above four- 
fcore peers, who, at different periods, have thrown 
in their mite into the treafury of literature. The 
number much exceeds what is generally known 
— Perhaps the obfcurity of fome will not at firft 
fight make a favourable impreilion on the mind 
of the reader, nor incline him to think that it 
was worth while to preferve the names of au« 
thors, whofe works have not feemed worth pre- 
ferving. But when it is obferved that it has been 
impoflible to recover even the titles of many 
pieces written by fo mafterly a genius as Lord 
Somers, it may not be too favourable a judg- 
ment to prefume, that other able authors have 
met as unmerited a fate. As Lord Somers's 
pieces were anonymous, we no longer know what 
to afcribe to him ; and. one cannot help making 
an inference a little fevere ; that the world is 
apt to efteem works more from the reputation of 
the author, than from their intrinfic merit. Ano- 
ther caufe that has drawn oblivion over fome of 
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our catalogue, was the unfortunate age in whifch 
they appeared, when learning was but in its dawn^ 
when our language was barbarous. How bright- 
ly weld Earl Rivers have fhined, had he flou- 
rilhed in the polifhed era of Queen Anne ? Ho^ 
would the thoughts of Bolingbroke twinkle, had 
he written during the wars of York and Lan^ 
cafter ? 

Be this as it may, yet are their fuch great 
names to be found in this cataloguej as will ex- 
cufe ereding a peculiar clafs for them ; Bacon^ 
Clarendon, Villiers Duke of Buckingham, the 
latter Lord Shaftfbury, Lord Herbert, Lord Dor- 
fet and others, are fufficient founders of a new 
order. Some years ago, nothing was more com- 
mon than fuch divifions of writers. How many 
German, Dutch, apd other heralds, have mar- 
fhalled authors in this manner ! Balthazar Boni- 
facius made a colledion of fuch as had been in 
love with ffiatues * ; Ravifius Text€>r, of fuch as 
have died laughing f ; Voffius of Chronologers ; 
Bartholinus, of phjdScians who have been poet?; 
There ^re catalogues of modem Greek poets j 
of illuftrious baftards ; of tranflators ; of French- 
men who have ftudied Hebrew Xi of all the au- 
thors bred at Oxford, by Antony Wood ; and of

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all Britilh writers in general, by Bale, Pitts, and 
Bifhop Tanner. But if this coUedion, fortified 
with fuch grave authorities, fhould ftill be reckon, 
ed trifling by the generality, it cannot, I would 
hope, but be acceptable to the noble families de« 
fcended from thefe authors. Confidering what 
trafh is thought worthy to be hoarded by gene- 
alogifts, the following lift may not be a defpicable 
addition to thofe repofitories. Of one ufe it cer- 
tainly may be, to aflift future editors in publifli- 
ing the works of any of thefe illuftrious per-? 
fonages. 

In compiling this catalogue, I have not infert<» 
ed perfons as authors, of whom there is nothing 
.extant but letters or fpeeches. Such pieces fliow 
no intention in the writers to have been authors, 
and would fwell this treatife to an immenfe mag- 
nitude. Bilhop Tanner has eredled many Kings 
and Queens into authors on thefe and ftill flen^ 
derer pretenfiqns, in which he furpafles even his 
bountiful predecefibr Bale. According to the 
former, even Queen Eleanor was an author, for 
letters which ftie is /aid to have written ; and 
Edward III. for his writs and precepts to flieriffs : 
but this is ridiculous. 

I have chofen to begin no higher than the 
Conqueft, though the venerable name of Alfred 
did tempt me to add fo great an ornament to 
my work : But as I ftiould then not have knowu

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on what era to fix ; and being terrified at find* 
ing I muft have to do with another Alfred King 
of Northumberland, with Aviragus, Canute; nay, 
with that virago Boadicia, and King Bladud, a 
magician, who difcovercd the Bath- waters, and 
the art of flying *; to all whom the Bifliop very 
gravely allots their niches, I contented myfelf 
with a later period, whofe commenceraent, how- 
ever, as the reader will find, is uncertain enough 
to fatisfy any admirer of hiftoric paradoxes an4 
fables. 

One liberty I have taken, which is calling up 
by writ, if I may fay fo, fome eldeft fons of 
peers, who never attained the title, as the Earl 
of Surry, and the Lord Rochford, fitc. In rang-^ 
ing the whole feries, I have generally gone by 
the years of their deaths, e«cept where they 
long out-lived their fignificance, or the period 
in which they chiefly fhone, 

I will not detain the reader any longer from 
what little entertainment he piay find in the 
work itfelf, but to make ^n apology for freedoms 
I have taken of two forts ; the one with fome 
hiflioric names, whofe defcendents fl:ill exift. There 
are families mentioned in this work, whofe firft

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honours were the wages of fervility ; their latter 
the rewards or ornaments of the moft amiable 
virtues* it were an affront to the latter, to fup« 
pofe that one is not at liberty to treat the former 
as they deferved. No man who is confcious of 
the one can be folicitous about the other. An- 
other fort of licence I have allowed myfelf, is 
in fcrutinizing fome &vourite charaders ; yet I 
never mean to offer my opinion but with fub- 
miflion to better judgments, which I choofe to 
fay here, rather than repeat it tirefomely on 
every occafion. This freedom of difcuffion on 
the dead of any rank, or however confecrated 
by the authority of great names, or even by the 
efteem pf ages, every man ought to be at liber- 
ty to exercife. The greateft men certainly may 
be miftaken j fo may even the judgment of ages, 
which often takes opinions upon trull. No au- 
thority under divine is too great to be called in 
queftion ; and however venerable monarchy may 
be in a ftate, no man ever wifhed to fee the go- 
vernment of letters under any form but that of 
a republic. As a citizen of that commonwealth, 
I propofe my fentiments for the revifion of any 
decree, of any honorary fentence as I think fij^ 

j My fellow citizens, equally free, will vote accord- 

ing to their opinions. 

I Thus much with regard to great names : As 

to any other notions which may claih with thofe 
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commonly received or better eftabliihed, let it 
be underftood, that I propofe my own with the 
fame deference and diffidence, and by no means 
expeding they Ihould be adopted, unlefs they 
are found agreeable to good fenfe, ftill lefs in- 
tending to wrangle for them, if they are con- 
tefted. This work was calculated to amufe : If 
it oflfends any man, or is taken too ferioufly, the 
author will be concerned ; but it will nev^r mak^ 
him fo ferious as to defend it. ' 

P. S. As feveral peers may be omitted, who 
have a right to appear in this lift, the author 
would be greatly obliged for any hint of them, 
and they Ihall be inferted in their proper place, 
if ever this catalogue fhould again be printed. 
For errors in fads, that may be, and moft pro- 
bably are in a firft attempt towards a work of 
this kind, he hopes they will be excufed ; and 
will be glad to have them pointed out, that they 
may be correfted. A few of thefe have already 
been remarked by fome of his friends ; and it is 
with great gratitude he thanks them for fo kind 
^ fervice,

RICHARD I. 



Xhojjoh Hwry I. obtained the fair apt>ell»tion 
of BpaudLerc, or the XiCamed, yet has no author, 
I think, afcril^ed any * cojnpqfitipn to him. Con- 
fidering jhp ftate of literature in that age, one 
inay conj^dure v(^at was the erudition of a 
Fnnce jto whom the Monks [the Doi^prs of his 
time !] imparted a title fo confined to their own 
brotherhood* One is more furprifed to be oblig- 
ed to attribute the firft place in this catalogue to 
his fierce great-grandfon, Coe^ur de Lion ! 1;^ is 
aflerted, that towards the eod of his father's 
^ign, which Iris rebel tempey diftM^bpd, he lived

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much in the courts of the Princes of Provence^ 
learned their language, and pradHfed their poe- 
try, then called the gay science, and the Hand- 
ard of politenefs of that age. The JEnglifh, who 
had a turn to numbers, are particularly faid to 
have cultivated that dialed, finding their own 
tongue too ftubbom and inflexible. 

Mr. Rymer, in his fliort view of Tragedy, is 
earnefl: to aflert the pretenfions of this Monarch 
as a Poet, againft Roger Hoveden the Monk, 
who, he fuppofes, was angry at the King's pa- 
tronizing the Provencal bards, reckoned of the 
party of the Albigenfes, then warring on the 
Poptf and France. Hoveden fays pofltively, that 
Richard, to raife himfclf a name, bought and 
begged verfes and flattering rhymes, and drew 
over fingers and jefters from Ftancc, to chant 
panegyrics oil him about the llreets j and it was 
every whei-e faid, That 'the world contained no- 
thing like him. * This account feemsr 'more a- 
greeable to the charafter of that ambitious reft* 
lefs Mdnarch, whofe tagrant patfilion for fame let 
him, in a reign df ten years, rieflde but eight 
months in his own kingdom, than 'Mr. Rymer^ 
who would metamorphofe him into the foft lute- 
loving Hero of poefy, ^nd at the fame time a- 

fcribes to him corinedtioris with a faftion at va-

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tiande with the King of France, his ally, againft 
his Father *. 

However, fince this article' was written, I have 
found great reafon to believe that Richard was 
iadhially an Author. Grefcimbeni, in his com* 
mentary on the lives of the Proven§al Poets, 
fays, that Richard, being ftruck with the fweet- 
nefs of that tongue, fet himfelf to compofe a fon- 
net in it, which he fent to the Princefs Stepha- 
netta, wife of Hugh de Baux and daughter of 
Giibert the fecond Count of Provence f . He 
fays afterwards, in a chapter exprefsly written on 
this King, that reiiding in the Court of Raimond 
Berlinghieri, Count of Provence, he' fell in love 
with the princefs Leonora, one of that Prince's 
four daughters, whom Richard afterwards mar- 
ried : that he employed himfelf in rhyming in 
that language, and when he was prifoner, com- 
pofed fome fonnets which he fent to Beatrix 
Countefs of Provence, lifter of Leonora, and in 
which he complains of his barons for letting him 
he in captivity. Grefcimbeni quotes four lines, 
which are, nearly the fame with a part of the 
fonnet itfelf, as it ftill exifts ; and which is fo 
poor a compofition, as far as I can decypher it, 
that it weighs with me more than Grefcimbeni's 

authority, or Rymer's arguments, to beUeve it

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of*hia Majefty's own fabric* Otherwjfe, Grc^ 
fcimbeni's account is a heap of blunders. RU 
chard married Berengaria daughter of Sancho 
King of Navarre, and no princeik of Pn^veibce* 
la the life of the Very Raimond heve mentioned, 
p. 76. Crefcimbei^i makes the iame Eleanor wi£r 
of Edward III. and Sanchia, the third daught^r^ 
wife of Richard I. to whom this author had be*^ 
fore allotted her lifter Eleanor, and which King 
was great great uncle o£ Edward III. whom this 
miserable hiftorian miftake& for Edward L as be^ 
certainly does Richard I. for his nephew Richard 
fong of the Romans. Grefcimbeni informs us 
that there aYe poems of our King Richard in tbe:^^ 
library of St. Lorenzo at Florence, m unci ^^e^ co^ 
did ProvenzaU i and others nei ^0^3^04. deOa 
Vaticana. I have had both repofitories carefully 
fearched. The reference to the Vatican proves 
a new inaccuracy of this author : there is no 
work of King Ricliard. In page 71. of No. 
3204. there is a P6em by Richauts dc Verbeil; 
and ^Sfe 108. another by Richauts de Terafcon ; 
with fhort accounts of each author prefixed to 
th(5ir fonnets, but without the leaft menticMi of 

■^0iy royaky belonging to them. 

"^ !n the Laurentine library is the King's fonnet 
mentioned abo\^e, which I hare twice had tran* 
fcribed with the greateft exaftnefs j an3 as it has 
never been printed, fo ancient and Angular a 



curiofity will profeably te atcepftable to fhe -^ad- 
er. I do not pretend to give him my interpre- 
tation, as I am fenfible it is very imperfedl ; and 
yet I think I underftand the drift of eVery ftanza 
but the laft, which has proved totally unintelli- 
gible to every perfon that has hitherto feen it.

Bishop Tanner fays *, that in the. Herald's of- 
fice is extant, in manufcript, a Latin poem, writ* 
ten by this unhappy prince, while a prifgner, the. 
title of which is, — ^' Lamentatio gloriofi Regis 
" Edwardi de Karnarvan, quam ededit tempore 
" fuae incarcerationis." 

As this King never fliowed any fymptoms of 
affeftion to literature, as one never heard, of his 
having the leaft turn to poetry, I fhould believe 
that this melody of a dying Monarcl;i is about as 
authentic as that of the old poetic warbler, the 
fwan, and no better founded than the title of 
Gloriosi. His majefty fcarcely bellowed this 
epithet on himfelf in his affUdion ; and whoever 
conferred it, probably made him a prefent of the 
verfes too. If they are genuine, it is extraordi- 
nary that fo great a curiofity fliould neyer have 
been publifhed. However, while, there was this . 
authority, he was not to be omitted. . /.

As all the fucceflbrs of this Prmce owe their 
unchangeable title of Defender of the Faith to 
his piety and learning, we do not preftimfe ta 
queftion his pretenfions to a place in this cata- 
logue. Otherwife, a little fcet>ticifm ish tis Ma- 
jefty*s talents for fuch a pertofmanre, nieah as it 
is, might make us quettibn whether he did not 
write the defence of the facraments agaihft Lu- 
ther, as * one of his fucceffors is fuppofed to have 
written the Eaar Bofftxatfi J that is, with ih6 pen of 
fome f court prelate. It happened Uilfbitunatc- 
ly, that the champion of the church neither con- 
vinced his antagonift nor himfelf. Luther died 
a heretic ; his Majefty would have been brfe, if 
fie had not ereded himfelf into the head of that 
very church, which he had received^o glorious a 
compliment for oppofing. But by a fingular fe- 
licity in the wording of the ritle, it fuitfed Henry 
equally well, when he burned Papifts or Prote- 
ftants ; it fuited each of his daughters, Mary and 
Elizabeth ; it fitted the martyr Charles, and the 
profligate Charles ; the Romifh James, and the

Luther hdt only treated this piece of toyal 
theology in a very cavaliet manni^r, but (which 
feems to h^ve given the moft offence) afctibed it 
to otters. The King, in the year 15I5, replied 
in a fecond piece, intituled, " Litterarum, quibufe 
" invidliffimus Princfeps Henry VIII. &c. rel^jon- 
** dit ad quahdam epiftolam Martini Lutheri ad 
" fe miflam, & ipfius Lutheranae 'qubque epiftolafe 
** exemplum f ." It is remarkable that the Em- 
peror's arms were affixed tb the title page. 

In the Sylloge Epiftolarum at the end of 
Hearne's editroh of T. Livius's hiftory of Henry 
V. is a wretched controverfial letter written by 
this King to th6 Bifhop of Duthaih, on auritular 
confelfion^ in which he profefles not being apt, to 
confult learned men for his writings J^

Critics have ways of difcovering the genuine^ 
nefs of a book by comparing it with other works 
of the fame author : We have * little of his Ma- 
jefty's compofition to help us to judge whether 
the trads againft Luther be really his, but his- 
love letters to Anne Boleyn : . The ftyle of tbem, 
has certainly no analogy to his polemic divinity. 
Strype f gives an account of a book which the 
King wrote and fent to Rome during the.pro.^ 
ceedings on his firft divorce; in which he had fet 
down the reafons for diffolving his marriage, and 
the fcruples of his confcience ; but I cannot find 
that it exifts, or was ever printed : It was pro- 
bably nothing more than a memorial, as many 
pieces in Bifliop Tanner's lift were only ftate- 
papers. What may be properly reckoned his 
works (for it is abfurd to call inftrui^ions arid 
proclamations fo), are the following J^ though not 
exifting as I can find: ^' An introduftion to 

Grammar." — ^'* A book of prayers." — " Pre* 
" face by the King to his primer." 

Befides many of his fpeeches and letters §, 
and the following^ mentioned too by Holland ||:

But in that age, when the feverity of criticifm 
did not lay fuch reftraint on the invention of au- 
thors as it does at prefent, it was common for

If the jueces above mentioned ever -exifted^ it

Many authors have preferved accounts of thi$ 
IPiince's writings* Cardan talks much of his parts 
^nd learning : His own diary gave the ilill bet* 
ter hopes df kis proving a good King, as in fo 
green an age he feemed refolved to be acquaint* 
ed with his fubjeds and his kingdpm. Holland 
affirms *, that he not only wrote notes from the 
leflures or fermons he heajrd, but compofed a 
moft elegant comedy, the title of which was, 
" The Whore of Babylon." Precious as fuch a 
relique W6uld be in the eyes of zealots or anti- 
quarians, I cannot ;itiuch lament that it is perifh^ 
ed, or never fxifted,— — What an education for 
a great Prince, to be taught to fcribble contro- 
veriial ribaldry ! As elegant as it is faid to have 
been, I queftion whether it furpaffed the other 
bufiboneries, which engrofled the theatres of Eu- 
rope in that and the preceding century : All the 
fubjedls were religipus ; all the condud farcical. 
Bilhop Bale, whom I have mentioned, compofed 
above twenty of thefe ridiculous interludes.

He drew hiihfelf the rough draught of a fump«^ 
tuary law, which is preferved by iStrype ; and an 
account of a progrefs he made, which^ he fent to 
one of his particular favourites, called Barnaby 
Fitzpatrick, then in France f. The fame author 
has given fome fpecimcns of his Latin £pi(lle» 
and Orations, and an account of two books writ- 
ten by him ; the firft before he waS twelve year»

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This prince, like his father, did not confine 
himfelf to profe : Biihop Burnet (and from him 
. Mr. Harris, p. 125.) has given us apathetic elegy 
faid to be written by Charles in Cariibrook caftle^ 
The poetry is moft uncouth and unharmonious ; 
but there are ftrong thoughts in it, fome good 
fenfe, and a ftrain of majeftic piety* 

His Majefty likewife tranflated * " Biihop 
" Saunderfon's ledurcs de juramenti promiflbrii

Tn oalf genius of the Une of StUARir^ 
CHARLES IIm was no author, unlefs we al- 
low him to have compofed the two fimple papers 
ibund in his ftrong box after his death: But thej 
are univerfally fuppofed to have been given t6 
him as a compendious excufe for bis embracing: 
dodrines^ which he was too idle to examine, toc^ 
thoughtlefs to remember, and toofeniible to have 
believed on iefle<%on. His brother James wrote 
** Memoiis of his own life' and campaigns to the 
•* Reftomtion." The oripnal, in Engliih, is pre- 
ferved in the Scotch College at Paris ; but the 
King himfelf, in 1696, to oblige the Cardinal de 
Bouillon, made an extrad of it in two books in 
French, chieflj wikh a view to what related to 
Marfhai Turenne. This piece is printed at the 
end of •* Ramfoy's Life of that Hero," 

We have befides, under the name of this Prince^

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SIR JOHN OLDCASTLE, 
LORD COBHAM. 

The abolition of tafte and literature were not 
the llighteft abufes proceeding from Popery; the 
revival of letters Was one of the principal fervices 
cffedled by the Reformation. The Romifh cler- 
gy feared, that if men read, they would think : 
It is no left true, that the moment they 
thought, they wrote. The firft authc«r, as ^ell as 
the firft martyr among our nobility, was Sir John 
Oldcaftle, called the Good Lord Cobfaam: A man 
.whofe virtues made him a reformer, whofe v^our 
a martyr, whofe martyrdom an entbufiaft. He 
Tfras much efteemed by Henry V., and had ferv^ 
ed him with great zeal, at a time when the 
Church wa§ lighting its holy firf s for Lollards, or 
the difciples of WickKfH Henry at firft, with 
fenfe and goodnef^^ refifted infinuations agaiail 

C iiij 
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the Lord Cobham,, whom he tried to fave hj 
gentle exhortations: But as the Peer was firm, it 
naturally made the Prince weak, and he deliver- 
ed the hero over to the inquifitors. Lord Cob- 
ham was imprifoned, but efqapedj The clergy, 
however, with great zeal for the royal perfon, 
informed the King, then lying at JEltham, that 
ao,ooo Ijollards wete J^flembled at St. Giles 'S, for 
the deftrudion of him and his brothers. The 
brave young monarch immediately headed a' 
troop, and arriving at ten at night, at the fign of 
the Axe without Bifliopfgate, took the man of 
the houfe and feven others prifoners, which clofcd 
his firft campaign. Fourfcore more were fdzed 
?bout St. Giles's, and fome of them being induc^ 
td [as Ra|»n gueflbs] to confef^ a defign of mur*. 
dering the roynl family, and make the Lord Cob- 
ham PrdtefJtor, the King no longer doubted of 
the coftfpiracy, but ordered about half of them 
to be executed, ^nd iflUed a proclamation for apw 
|>rehetidiing Cobbam, who was all this time con^ 
eealed in Wales. Tbi^ King, who wa3 Lollard 
enough himfelf lb caft a rapacious eye on the re? 
Venue« of the clergy, w^s diverted by a free gift, 
^nd by a petfuafion to undertake the co^ueft of 
France, to which kingdom they AflUted him he 
had undoubted right : When he thought he had 
ftij to the <itown of England, the other followed 
^ cOiSirflfe. In f^h r6<;iprocal itttercourfe of ^&% 
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of amity, heretics were natur^|iy abandoned to 
their perfccutors. The conqueft of France foon 
followed, and th« furprifal of Lord Cobham, after 
^ very Taliant refiftance, * in which he wad 
wounded. Being examined before the Duke of 
Bedford, he would have expatiated on his faith; 
but the Chief Juftice moved, ** That they Ihould 
^* not fuffer him to fpend the tii^^e fo vainly, in 
** molefting of the noblea of the realm." Not 
being indulged to fpeak.on what he was accufed, 
and naturally provoked by the ingratitude and 
weaknefs dE Henry, the ftout Lord avowed alle- 
giance to King Richard f; his fentence and exe- 
cution foon followed. He died entreating Sir 
Thomas Erpingham, that if he faw him rife fix>m 
death to life the third day, he would procure 
that his fed might be in peace and quiet X^ 

He wrote, ** Twelve concluflons, addrefled to 
«* the Parliament of England/* At the end of 
the firft book, he wrote forae monkifh rhymes in

JOHN TIPTOFT, 
EARL OF WORCESTER, 

In thofe rude ages when valour and ignorance 
were the attributes of nobility, when metaphyfi- 
cal fophiftries and jingling rhymes, in barbarous 
Latin, were the higheft endowments and prero- 
gatives of the clergy; and when | "it was enough 
" for noblemens fons to wind their horn, and car* 
*• ry their hawke fair, and leave ftudy and leam- 
" ing to the children of mean people ;** it is no 
wonder that our old peers produced no larger, 
nor more elegant compofitions, than the infcrip* 
tion on the fword of the brave Earl of Shrewf- 
bury.

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. It tf furprifing that the turbulent times of Hen« 
ry VI. and Edward IV. (hould have given to the 
learned world fo accompliihed a Lord as the Earl 
of Worceften He early tailed of the Mufe's 
fountain,^ difpenfed in moce copious ftreams over 
Europe, by the difcovery of printing in 1450. 
Pope Nicholas V. patronifed the new art ; and 
the torrent of leained men that was poured up^ 
on Italy by the taking of Ctoliitantinople in 1453, 
by Mahomet 11. revived the arts, and the puri- 
ty of the almoli forgotten tongues. The cele- 
brated JEjieas Sylvius, then on* the throne of 
Rome by the name Pius II., encouraged learn- 
ing by bis munificence and example. One of 
his brigheft imitators and contemporaries, was 
John Tiptoft Earl of Worcefter, who was born 
at Everton in Cambridgefhire, and educated at * 
Baliol College in Oxford. He was fon of the 
Lord Tibetot, or Tiptoft, and Powys, and was 
created a Vifcount and Earl of Worcefter by King 
Henry VI. and appointed Lord Deputy of Ire- 
land. By King Edward IV. he was made Knight 
of the Garter, and conftituted Juftipe of North 
Wales for life. Dugdale, who is more fparing 
of titles to him than our other writers, fays he

This Earl of Worcefter, * " which," as Cax- 
ton his printer, who was much enamoured of him, 
fays, " in his tyme flowred in vertue and cun* 
- •* nyng, and to whom he knew none lyke emong 
" the Lordes of the temporalitie in fcience and 
*• moral vertue," tranflated " Cicero de Amicitia,** 
and " Two Declarations made by Publius Cor- 
" nelius Scipio, and Gayus Flamyneus, rivals for 
•* the love of Lucrece," which he dedicated to 
Edward IV. and wrote fome other orations and 
cpiftles, and Engliflied " Caefar's Commentaries," 
as touching Britifh affairs; which verfion was 
publilhed without name of printer, place, or date, 
but was fuppofed to be printed by John Raftell, 
who lived in the reign of Henry VIII. 

In the 6th of Edward IV. he drew up " Or- 
** ders for the placing of the nobility in all pro- 
" ccedings f ," and, " Orders and ftatutes for

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riod a nobl^ gentleman, bj no means inferior to 
him in learning and politenefs, in birth his equals 
by alliance his fuperior, greater in feats of arm9, 
and in pilgrimages more abundant. This was 
Antony Widville, Earl Rivers, Lord Scales and 
NewfeUs, Lord of the Ifle of Wight, " defenfeur 
^ and dire^ur of the caufes Apoftoiique £br our 
^ holy Fader the Pope in this royame of Englond, 
"^** and Uncle and Governour to my Lord Prince 
?* of Wales ^i^." 

, He was fon of Sir Richatd Widville by Jaque^ 
line of Luxemburgh, Duchefs Dowager of Bed* 
ford, and brother of the fair Lady Gray, who 
captivated that monarch of pleafure Edward IV. 
When about ieventeen years of age, he was ta- 
jken by force from Sandwich, with his father, and 
carried to Calais by (bme of the oppofite h£tion. 
The credit of his iifter, the countenance andex^ 
ample of his FriBce, the boifleroufnefs of th^ 
times, nothing fbftened, nothing roughened the 
mind of this amiable Lord, who was as gallant 
as his luxurious brother-in-law, without his weak- 
nefles ; as brave as the heroes of either Rofe, with- 
out their favagenefs ; ftudious in the intervals of 
bufinefs, and devout after the manner of thofe 
whixiifical times, when men challenged others 
whom they never faw, and went barefoot to vi* 
fit flirines in countries of which they had fcarce

King into thofe parts, and was a chief cdmmander 

at the fiege of Alnwick-Caftle ; foon after which 

he was eleded into the Order of the Garter. In 

the tenth of the fame reign, he defeated the 

Dukes of Clarence and Warwick in a Ikirmifh 

near Southampton, and prevented their feizing a 

great Ihip called the Trinity, belonging to the 

latter. He attended the King into Holland on 

the change of the fcene, returned with him, and 

had a great fhare in his Vidories, and was confti- 

tuted Governor of Calais, and Captain-General 

of all the King's forces by fea and land; He had 

before been fent ambaflador to negotiate a mar^ 

riage between the King's lifter and the Duke of 

Burgundy ; and in the fame character concluded 

a treaty between King Edward and the Duke of 

Bretagne. On Prince Edward being created 

Prince of Wales, he was appointed his governor, 

and had a grant of the office of Chief Butler of 

England ; and was even on the point of attain* 

ing the high honour of efpoufing the Scottifh

pofe in Smithfield: Our Earl was the challenger; 
auid from the date of the year and the affinity of 
the perfon challenged, this ceremony was pro* 
bably in honour of the aforementioned marriage 
ef the Lady Margaret the King's fifter, with 
Charles tl» Hardy, lafl Duke of Burgimdy. No« 
thing could be better adapted to the humour of 
the age, and to the union of that hero and virago^ 
than a fingle combat between two of their near 
relations. In the Bic^graphia Britannica is a long 
account, extraded from a curious manufcript, of 
this tournament, for which letters of fafe con« 
iu& were granted by the King, as appears from 
Rymer's Foedera; the title of which are, " Pro 
^ Baftardo Burgundiae fuper punftis armorum

tefter (before mentioned) prefided as Lord High 
Conftable, and attefted the Queen's giving the 
Flower, of Souvenance to the Lord Scales, as a 
charge to undertake theenterprife, and his deli- 
very of it to Ghefter^Herald, that he might carry it 
over to be touched by the Baftard, in token of his 
accepting the challenge* This prize was a collar 
of gold, with the rich flower of Souvenance en- 
amelled, and was faftened above the Earl's knee, 
by fome of the Queen's ladies, on the Wednefday 
after the feaft of the refurredion. The Baftard^ at- 
tended by four hundred Lords, Knights, Squires, 
and Heralds, landed at Gravefend ; and at Black* 
wall he was met by the Lord High Conftable with 
fcvcn barges and a galley full of attendants, 
richly covered with cloth of gold and arras. The 
King proceeded to London ; in Fleet-ftrect the 
champions folemnly met in his prefence ; and the 
palaces of the Bifhops of Salifbury and £ly were 
appointed to lodge thefc brave fons of holy 
church ; as St. Paul's Cathedral was for holding 
a chapter for the folutipn of certain doubts upon 
the articles of combat. The timber and work- 
maoihip of the liild coft above 200 merks. The 
pavilions, trappings, Sc-c. were fumptuous in pro** 
portion. Yet, however weighty the expeioce, the 
Queen could not but think it well beftowed, 
when Ihe had the fatisfadion of beholding her 
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brother vidorious in fo fturdy an encounter ; the 
fpike in the front of the Lord Scaies's horfe hav- 
ing run into the noftiil of the Baftard's horfe, fo 
that he reared an end, and threw his rider to the 
ground. The generous conqueror difdained the 
advantage, and would have renewed the combat^ 
but the Baftard refufed to fight any more on 
horfeback. The next day they fought on foot, 
when Widville again prevailing, and the fport 
waxing warm, the King gave the fignal to part 
them^ 

Earl Rivers had his fhare of his fitter's afflic«. 
tions as well as of her triumphs ; but making 
a right ufc of adverfity, and underilanding that 
there was to be a jubilee and pardon at St. James's 
in Spain in 1473, he failed from Southampton, 
and for fome ^ime was " full vertuoufly occupied 
" in goyng of ^ilgrimagis to St. James in Galice, 
" to Rome, and to Seint Nicholas de Bar in Puyle^ 
" and other diverfe holy places. Alfo he procur- 
" ed and got of our holy Fader the Pope a greet 
** and large indulgence and grace unto the chapel 
" of our Lady of the Piewe by St. Stephen's at 
" Weftmenftre *." 

The difmal cataftrophe of this accompliihed 
Lord, in the forty-firft year of his age, is well 
known :

The works of this gallant and learned perfon 
were, I. " The dides and fayinges of the Philofo- 
" phers ; tranflated out of Latyn into Frenlhe 
*' by a worfhipful man called Mefiire Jehan de 
" Teonville, Provoft of Paris ;" and from thence 
rendered into Englifh by our Lord Rivers, who 
felling to the Spanifh Jubilee, " and lackyng 
" fyght of all londes, the wynde being good and 
•* the weder fayr, thenne for a recreacyon and 
" paflyng of time, had delyte and axed to redde 
" fome good hiftorye. A worfhipful gentylman 
** called Lowys de Bretaylles," lent him the a- 
bove mentioned treatife, which when he had 
" heided and looked upon, as he had tyme and 
" fpace, he gaaf thereto a veray affedion ; and 
" in fpecial by caufe of the holfom and fwetc 
" fanges of the Paynems, which i$ a glorious 
'^ fair rayrrour to all good Chriften people to be- 
" hold and underftonde,'* And afterwards being 
appointed Governor to the Prince, he undertook

1477. -^ ^^^ ^^^ 
nufcript of this tranflation, with an illumination 
reprefenting the Earl introducing Caxton to Ed- 
ward IV. his Queen and the Prince, is preferved 
in the Archbifliop's library at Lambeth.— The 
mod remarkable circumftance attenxling this book, 
is t^e gallantry of the Earl, who omitted to 
tranflate part of it becaufe it contained farcafms 
of Socrates, againft the fair fex : And it is nolefs 
remarkable, that his printer ventured to tranflate 
the fatire, and add it to his Lordfliip's perform- 
ance ; yet with an apolpgy for his prefumprion f. 

II. •* The moral proverbs of Chriftian of Pyfe ;'• 
another tr^flation J. The authorefs Chriftina, 
was daughter of Thomas of ftfa, othenvife called 
of Boulogne, whether her father removed ; and 
though fhe ftyled herfelf a Woman Ytalien, yet 
fhe wrote in French, and flourifhed about the 
year 1400. In this tranflation the Earl difcover- 
ed new talents, . turning the work into a poem of 
two hundred and three lines, the greatefl: part

the original author not named : Begmi to be print*- 
ed by Caxton *' the morn after the purification 
** of our blifiid Lady, in the yere 1478, which 
" was the daye of Seint Blafe, bifliop and martir ; 
** and finifhed on the even gf thannunciation of 
" our f^id bliffid Lady in the xix yer? of Kyng 
** Edward the Fourth, 1480." By which it feems 
that Caxton was above two years in printing this; 
book. It does not appear that he publifhed any 
other \70rk in that period i^ye^t he was generally 
more expeditious ; but the new art did not, or could 
not multiply its produdkions, as it does now, in its 
maturity. 

Thefe are all the remains of this illuftrious ]|liord, 
though, as Caxton fays, ** notwithftonding the 
" greet labours and charges he had in the fervicc 
^^ of the Kyng and of my faid Lord Prince, which 
" hath be to him no little thought and bifinefs^ 
" yet over that, tenrich his yertuous difpo0tion 
** he put him in devoyr at all tymes, when he 
" might have a leyfer, which was but a ftarte 
** mete, to tranflate diverfe bookes out of Frenlh 
" into Engliflu" He then mentions thofe I have 
recited, and adds, 

IV. " Over that hath made divers balade ayenft 
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• 

«< the feven dedely fynnes *."— It is obfervable 
with what timidity and lowlinefs young Learning 
ventured to unfold her recent pinions ; how little 
flie dared to raife herfelf above the groun4. We 
have feen that Earl Tiptoft and Earl Rivers, the 
yeftorers and patrons of fcienpe in this country, 
contented themfelves with tranflating the works 
of others, the latter condefcending even to tranf« 
late a tranflation. But we muft remember how 
fcarce books were ; how few of the claific ftand^ 
^rds were known, and how much lefs underitood. 
Whoever confiders the account which Caxton 
gives of his meeting " with the lytyle book in 
^ Frenfhe, tranflated out of Latyn by that noble 
*^ Poete and grete Gierke Virgyle," will not won-? 
der that invention did not exert itfelf. Whatever 
was tranflated was new, and a real prefent to the 
age. Invention operates only where there is no 
pattern, or where all patterns are exhauited. He, 
who in the dawn of fcience made a verfion of 
Chriftin^ of Pifa, in its vigorous maturity would 
tranflate Montefquieu— and, I truft not in metre. 
I have dwelled the longer on the articles of thefe 
two Lords, as they are very flightly known, and 
^s I think their country in a great meafure indebt- 
ed to them for the reftoration of learning. The 
countenance, the example of men in their fitua7 
^ion muft have operated more ftrongly than the

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attempts of an hundred Profeflbrs, Benedidines^ 
and Commentators. The fimilitude of their ftudies 
was terminated bj too fatal a refemblance in their 
cataftrophe ! 

NICHOLAS, 
LORD VAUX, 

Seems to have been a great ornament to the 
reign of Henry VII. and to the court of Henry 
VIU. in its more joyous days, before Queens^ 
Miniftersy Peers and Martyrs, embrued fo many 
fcaffolds with their blood. William Vaux his fa- 
ther, had forfeited his fortunes in the caufe of 
Henry VI. They were reftored to the fon with 
the honour of Knighthood, on his fighting ftout*^ 
ly at the battle of Stoke againft the Earl of Iin« 
coin; on the fide of Henry VU. In the feven« 
teenth of that reign, at the marriage of Prince 
Arthur, the brave young Vaux appeared in a 
gown of purple velvet, adorned with pieces of 
gold fo thick and mafiive, that, exclufive of the 
filk and furs, it was valued at a thoufand pounds : 
About his neck he wore a collar ofSS. weighing 
eight hundred pounds in nobles, fn thofe days 
it not only required great bodily fti^ength to fup- 
port the weight of their cumberfome armour ; 
their very luxury of apparel for thq drawing-room 
would opprefs a fyftem of modern mufcles ! In 
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fhc fiift of Henry VIII. Vaux was made lieute^ 
nant of the cafUe of Guifnes in Picardy ; and in 
the fifth of that reign was at the fiege oi The-- 
rouenne. In the tenth year he was one of the am- 
bafladors for confirming the peace between Hen- 
ry and the French King ; and foon after in com- 
miffion for preparing the famous interview be- 
twcen thofc M onarchs near Guifnes. Thefe mar-, 
tial and fpilival talents were the dired): road tq 
Ji^nry's heart, who, in his fifteenth year, created 
Sir Nicholas a Baron at the palace of Bridewell : 
But he lived not long to enjoy the fplendour of 
this favour. Departing this life in 1523, he foim- 
ded chantries for the fouls of his anceftprs, por- 
tioned his three daughters with five hundred 
pounds a-piece for their marriages, and to his 
fons Thomas and William bequeathed all his 
wearing gere, except cloth of gold, cloth of fil- 
yer, and tifitie ^. A l]fattle, a pageant, an em* 
bafly, a fuperftitious will, compofe the hiftory of 
moft of the great men of that age. But our peer 
did not ftop there : He had been bred at Oxford, 
and had a happy genius for poetry, of which fome 
&mples are extant in " The Paradife of Dainty 
Devices f .'* An author %^ who wrote nearer to 
thofe times, fays, V that his Lordlhip's fancy lay

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•* chiefly in the facility of his metre, and the apt* 
*^ nefs of his defcriptions, fuch as he takes upon 
^ him to make ; namely in fundry of his fongs, 
•* wherein he fhoweth the counterfeit adion ve- 
** ry lively and pleafantly."** In Antony Wood* 
may be feen the titles of fome of his fonnets; and 
the fame author fays that there goes a doleful 
ditty alfo under his name, beginning thus, " I 
^ loath that I did love, &c." which was thought 
by fome to be made upon his death^bed. 

JOHN BOURCHIER, 
LORD BERNERS, 

Grandson and heir of a Iiord of the fame name, 
who was defcended from Thomas of Woodftock, 
Duke of Glocefter, and had been Knight of the 
Garter and Conftable of Windfor Caftle under 
Edward IV f . Our Lord John, was created a 
Knight of the Bath at the marriage of the Duke 
of York, fecond fon of Edward IV. and was firft 
known by quelling an infurredtion in Cornwall 
and Devonfliire under the condudk of Michael 
Jofeph, a blackfmith, in 1495 f, which recom- 
mended him to the favour of Henry VII. He

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tcuenne under Henry VIII, by whom he was 
made Chancellor of the Exchequer for life, Lieu- 
tenant, of Calais and the Marches, * appointed to 
condud the Lady Mary, the King's fitter, into 
France, on her marriage with Louis XII. and with 
whom [Henry VIII,] he had the rare felicity of 
continuing in favour eighteen years. He died in 
1532, leaving his gown of damalk tawney, fur*. 
red with jennets, to his natural fon Humphrey 
Bourchier ; and certain legacies to two other ille- 
gitimate fons, having had only two daughters by 
his wife Catherine, daughter of John Duke of 
Norfolk ; from one of which ladies is defcended 
the prefent Lady Baronefs Berners, whofe right 
to that title, which had long lain in obfcurity, 
was clearly made out and recovered by the late 
Peter Leneve, Efq. Norroy, 

Lord Berners, by the command of King Henry, 
tranflated " Froiffart's Chronicle f ," which was 
printed in 1523, by Richard Pinfon, the fifth on 
the lift of Engliih printers, and fcholar of Caxton. 

Others of his works were a whimfical medley of 
tranflations from French, Italian, and Spanifh no- 
vels, which feem to have been the mode then, as 
they were afterwards in the reign of Charles IL 
When cvVy flowVy courtier wrote romance. 

Thefe were, " The life of Sir Arthur, an Ar-

tion of his filler ; like him, was innocently facri- 
ficed on her account ; and like him, ihowed that 
the luflre of his fituation did not make him ne^ 
gledt to add accomplifhmehts of his own. 

Antony Wood fays he was much adored at 
court, efpecially by the female fex, for his ad^^ 
mirable difcourfe and fymmetiy of body ; which 
one may well believe ; the King and the Lady 
Rochford would fcarce have fufpedled the Queen 
of inceil^ unlefs her brother had had uncommon 
allurements in his perfon.-^Wood afcribes tOxhim 
feveral Poems, Songs, and Sonnets, with other 
things of the like nature.

JOHN, 
LORli LUMLEY, 

Son of Richard Lord Lumley*, was the fe- 
▼enth Baron of that family, and an eminent 
warrior in the reign of Henry VIII. Being a- 
bout the age of twenty-one, in the fifth of that

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feirig, he carried a eonfiderable force to the Earl 
df Surrey at Yorkf and was a principal command- 
er at riodden-field, where he diftinguiflied him- 
felf with great bravery. He was prefent at moft 
of the inteiyiews between his mailer and foreign 
M onarchs, which fo much delighted that Prince 
and his hiflorians ; arid* again ferved againft the 
Scots in the fifteenth of that King, He was one 
of the Barons who figned the meitiorable letter 
to Clement VII. threatening him with the loft of 
his ^upr6macy in England, unlefs he proceeded 
to difpatch the King^s divorce : But notwithftand- 
ing this, we find him deeply engaged in the re- 
bellion, which our old writers call " tie Pilgrim. 
" aj^e of Graces" The Duke of Norfolk, General of 
the Royalifts,' offered them a free pardon ; Lord 
Ltimley was commiffioned to treat on the part of 
the Revolters, and with great dexterity extricated 
hlmfelf and hi& followers. Yet foon after he loft 
his only fon George, who being taken in another 
infurredion with the Lord Darcy, was beheaded*' 
Of the father we find no tnore mention, but that 
in the year 1550, he tranflated " Erafmus's In^f 
** ftitution of a Chriftian Prince," which is prefenr- 

ed in manufcript in the King's^ibraty *.

We now emetge from the twilight of learning 
to aiv almoil claflic author, that ornament of a 
boifterous, yet not unpoliflied court, the Earl of 
Surrey, celebrated by Drayton, Dryden, Fenton, 
an4 Pope, illuftrated by his own Mufe, and lament* 
ed .for his unhappy and unmerited death ; " A 
" man," as Sir Walter Raleigh fays f , " no lefe 
" valiant than learned, and of excellent hopes."

friend, arid at length the brother-in-law of the 

Duke of Richmond, Henry'« natural fon 

But the cement of that union proved the bane 
of her brother ! He fhone in all the accomplifh- 
ments of that martial age ; his name is renown- 
ed in its tournaments and in his father^s battles : 
In an expedition of his own he was unfortunate, 
being defeated endeavouring to cut off a convoy 
to Boulogne; a difgrace he foon repaired, though 
he never recovered the Ejing's favour, in whofe 
eyes a moment could cancel an age of fervices ! 

The unwieldy King growing diftempered and 
froward, and apprehenfive for the tranquillity of 
his boy-fucceffor, eafily conceived or admitted 
jealoufies infufed into him by the Earl of Hertford 
and -»the Proteftant party, though * one of the 
laft ads of his fickle life was to found a con- 
vent ! Rapin fays, he apprehended if the Popifli 
party fhould prevail, that his marriage with Ca- 
tharine of Arragon would be declared good, and 

by confequence his fon Edward baftardized. 

A moft inaccurate conclufion ! It woiild have af- 
feded the legitimacy of Elizabeth, whofe mother 
was married during the life of Catharine, but 
the latter was dead before the King married

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The Duke, better acquainted with the hu-p 
mour of his mafter, or fonder of life as it grew 
nearer the dregs, ugned a mod abjed confei&on ; 
in whidh, l^wever, the greateft crime he avowed 
was, having concealed the manner in which his 
fon bore his coat-armou r ■ . ■ . a n oflfence, by 
thctwayf to which the King himfelf and all the 
court muft long have been privy. As this is in-' 
tended as " a treatife of curiofity," it may not 
be amifs to mention, that the Duke prefented an- 
other petition to the Lords, defiring to have fome 
boeks from Lambeth, without which he had nqt 
been ^ble to recompofe himfelf to fleep for a 
dozen years. He defired leave to buy St. Auftin, *

We have a fmall volume of elegant and ten* 
der fonhets compofed by Surrey ; and with them f 
fome others of that age, particularly of Sir Tho-» 
mas Wyat the elder, a very accompliflied gen-i 
tleman, fether of him who fell in a rebellion 
againft Queen Mary* Francis I. had given a 
new air to literature, which he encouraged by 
mixing gallantry with it„ and by producing the 
ladies at his court along with the learned. -Hfwiry, 
who had. at l^aft as much tafte for w^>men as' let- 
ters,' and was fond of fpliendbur a^d feats of Arms, 
contributed to^-give a romantic turn to cdnipofi- 
tion ; and Petrarch, the poet of the fair, was na- 
turally a pattern to a court of that complexion. 
In imitation of Laura, our Earl had his Geraldine. 
Who fbe was, we are not told diredly ; himfelf 
mentions feveral particulars relating to her, but 
not her name. The authoi" of the laft edition of 
his poems fays,^ in fome fliort notes on his life, 
that flie was the greateft beauty of her time, and

Here the two cir^ 
cumftances clearly correfpond to the Earl's ac-

he got fight of their companion ; when he followed 
him to Windfor, he loft that opportunity. If this 
aflumption wanted any corroborating incidents^ 
' here is a ftrong one ; the Lord Leonard GJ^ay, 
uncle of the Fitzgeralds, was deputy of Ireland 
for the Duke of Richmond ; and that connection 
alone would eafily account for the "Earl's acquaint- 
ance with a young lady bred np with- the Royal 
Family.

The life, the valodr^ dmbkiml, weiihoeft, aiiA 
fall of this great LoM, are fo unsredUlj known, 
that it wQuM b^ traofcribin^ whole pag^s of ons^

His contributing to the ruin of the Howards hurt 
him mitch in the eyes of the nation : His ieveri*» 
ty to his own brother, though a vain and Worth- 
lefs man, was ftill lei^ excufable : His injuftioc:

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Yet having the misfortune to fall by the polic^y ' 
of a man more artful, more ambitious, much lefs 
virtuous than himfelf (for v^ithall his fiaults he 
had many good * qualities), he died lamented by 
the people, and even hii unjuft difpofition of hi« 
fortunes and honours was fufS^red to take place 
ivhen his family was reftored. At laft tKe true 
line has r.ecovered their birthright. 

He had been educated at Oxford, and was 
Chancellor of Cambridge ; and as.-4Bt|ony Wood 
obferves, there is no foundation for believing what 
ohe Parfons has afferted, that he could fcarce write 
or read. On the contrary, he appears to have 
been an author : While he was Lord Protedlor^ 
there weftt under his name-^f " Epiftola exhor-

" Morifon." 

In the next reign, he returned to the old re-

One of thofe great names, better known in 
the annals of his country than in thofe of the re- 
public of letters- In the latter light only it is 
the bufinefs of this work to record him.

ROBERT DEVEREUX, 
EARL OF ESSEX. 

To enter into all the particulars of this re-, 
isarkabk perfon's Ufe, wiould be writing a hif^ 
tory of the fixteeo or eighteen laft years of the 
rei^n of Queen Elieabeth : Yet I ihall touch 
many pafiages of his ftory, and enter into a larg^ 
er difcuiEon of fome circumftances relating td 
hon, than may be agreeable to perfone who arc 
not curious about focfa minute fat^s as do not 
compofe the faiftory of iUuftrious men* itfaough 
they in a gj«at nseafure compofe their charaaer. 
It is eflential to the plan of this woi4c, to examine 
m«ny partici^lafs of this Loid'$ ftory« b^cavfe it 
was not choice or private amufement* but the 
caft of bis piiblk hfe^ thai conirerted him mco 
an author. Having cxxifaked a great irarssty of 
writers, who dcfcribe or mesatioQ him, I may 
perhaps be abie to uoibld fooie of idbe darker 
parts of his hiftory: At kaft i<une anecdotes, 
though of a trifling fort, will appear in a firong^ 
er light than I think they have hilherlo done^ 
Thefe iheets are calculated for the clofets of the 
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idle and inquifitive : They do not look up to the 
flielves of what Voltaire fo happily calls, " La 
" Bibliotheque du monde.*' 

" The elegant perfpicuity *," the concifenefs, 
the quick ftrong reafonings, and the engaging 
good breeding of his letters, carry great marks 

of genius." -^Yet his youth gave no promife 

of parts ; his father died with a mean opinion of 
him. The malicious fubtleties of an able court, 
were an over-match for his impetuous fpirit : Yet 
he was far from wanting art; but was fo confident 
of the Queen's partiality, that he did not bend 
to her as his enemies did, who had not the fame 
hold on her tender paffions : He trufted to being 
always able to mailer her by abfenting himfelf : 
His enemies embraced thofe moments to ruin him* 
I am aware that it is become a mode to treat the 
Queen's paffion for him as a romance. Voltaire 
laughs at it, and obferves, that when her ftruggle 
about him mull have been the greateft (the time 
of his death) flie was fixty-eight — — ^had he been 
fixty-eight, it is probable fhe would not have been 
in love with him. As a great deal turns upon 
this point, and as there are the llrongeft prefump- 
tions of the reality of her Majelly's inclination 
for him, I fhall take leave to enter into the dif* 

cuifion.

His mother being Goufin to the queen, and 
wife of her great fevoiirite Leicefter, eafily ac- 
counted for young Eflex's fudden promotion : It 
went on rapidly without thofe fupports. At twen- 
ty he was made Matter of the Horfe ; the next 
year General of the Horfe at the camp at Til- 
bury, and Knight of the Garter. On thefe. dig- 
nities were afterwards heaped the great potts of 
Matter of the Ordnance, Earl Marfhal, Chancel- 
lor of Cambridge, and Lord Lieutenant of Ire- 
land. — ^Lofty dlftindions from a princefs fo fparing 
of her favours—; — of what flie was ttill more fpar- 
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ing, he obtained to the vahie of joo/^ool *. In 
one of her letters, jihe reproached him with her 
great fiivours beftowed without hU defert : In 
every inftance but in his and LeioefterX ibe was 
not wont to overpay fervices f . 

His early marriage with the widow of Sir Phi- 
lip Sidney, did not look as if he biinfelf had any 
idea of her Majefty's inclination for him: Perhaps 
he had learned from the example of his father- 
in-law, that her Majefty's paffions nevor extend- 
ed to matrimony. Yet before thi$ he had infult- 
ed Sir Charles Blount, on a :^ jealoufy of the 
Queen's partiality. Inftead of fentimental foft- 
nefs, the fpirit of her lather broke out on that 
occafion ; Ihe fwore a round oath, ** That unlefs 
** fome one or other took him down, there would 
^* be no ruling him.'' 

Lord Clarendon, in his fenfible anfwer to Sir 
Harry Wotton's Parallel of the Earl of Eflex and 
the Duke of Buckingham, obfervc^, that the 
former endeavoured rather to mafter the Queen's

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afic^dn than to win it : If he w^as crofled in a 
fuit, he abfented himfelf from court, aiul made 
her purchafe his return. A fond woman may be 
moulded thus ; it is not the method pradifed on 
princes by mere favourites. When Charles I. 
on ibme jealoufy, reftrained the Earl or Holland 
to his houfe, the Queen would not cohabit with 
the King till the reftraiot was taken off. When-^ 
ever Eflex aded a fit of ficknefs, not a day pafied 
without the Queen's fending often to fee hira, and 
once went fo far, as to fit long by him, " and or* 
" der his broths and things *." It is recorded by 
a diligent f obfenrer of that court, 'that in one of 
his fick moods he took the liberty of going up to 
the Queen in his night-gown. In the height of 
thefe fretful fooleries, there was a % maik at Black* 
friars, on the marriage of Lord Herbert and Mrs. 
Ruflel. Eight lady maikers chofe eight more to 
dance the meafures. Mrs. Fitton, who led them, 
went to the Queen, and wooed her to dance. Her 
Majefty alkcd what Ihe was— -Afmgtiok— — 
flie faid. Affection I— faid the Queen; — Af- 
fection IS FALSE.— —Were not thefe the murmurs 
of a heart ill at eafe?*-Yet' her Majefty lofe and 
BANCED. She was then fixty-eight :-— --Sure 

it was as natural for her to be in love !

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That her court and cotemporaries had an uni-* 
form opinion of her paffion, is evident from many 
pafiages. Sir Francis Bacon, in a * letter of moft 
fenfible advice to the Earl, in which he difluades 
him from popular courfes, which the Queen could 
not brook in her greateft favourites, fays to him, 
" Win the Queen ; I will not now fpeak of fa- 
" vour or aSedion, but of other correfpondence 
" and agreeablenefe."— — That is, do not be con- 
tent with her prepoffeffion in your favour, but 
humour and make yourfelf agreeable to her. 
" How dangerous,", adds he, " to have her think 
** you a man not to be ruled; that has her affec- 
** tion and knows it ; that feeks a popular repu« 
" tation and a military dependence," He ad- 
vifes the. Earl not to play or ftratagem with too 
long journeys from her; and bids him confult 
her tafte in his very apparel and geftures. He 
concludes remarkably with advifing the Earl even 
to give way to any other inclination flie may 
have ; " for whofoever fliall tell me that you may 
" not have Angular ufe of a favourite at your de- 
" votion, I will fay he underftandeth not the 
" Queen's affedion, nor your Lordfhip's condi- 
•* tion," The Queen herfelf Sir Francis advifed, 
as. knowing her inclination, to keep the Earl a- 
bout her for society f. Olborne J afcribes Efiex's

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prefumption to the fond opinion which he enter- 
tained that the Queen would not rob her eyes of 
the dear delight flie took in his perfon. But the 
moll marked expreffion is one of Henry IV, of 
"France to the Queen's own jmbaflador Sir Anto- 
ny Mildmay, " Que fa Majefte ne lailieroit ja- 
** mais fon coufin d'Effex s'efloigner de fon cotil- 
** Ion *." Sir Antony reporting this to the Queen, 
{he wrote four lines with her own hand to the 
King, which one may well believe were fharp 
enough, for he was near ftriking Sir Antony, and 
drove him out of his chamber. 

When the Earl had offended the Queen fo 
much by his abrupt return from Ireland, he was 
treated with a whimfical fond mixture of tender- 
nefs and feverity. Though he burft into her bed* 
chamber as flie was riling, fhe talked to him long 
with coolnefs and kindnefs : When her other 
counfellors had reprefented his boldnefs, fhe re- 
fented it too. She fufpehded him from all his 
offices but the mafterfhip of the horfe ; fhe gave 
him a keeper, but who was foon withdrawn. On 
hearing EfTex was ill, fhe fent him word with 
tears in her eyes, ". That if fhe might with her 
" honour, fhe would vifit him f ." Thefe are 
more than fymptoms of favour : royal favour is 
not romantic ; it is extravagant, not gallant.

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If thefe inftances arc problematic, are the fbU 
lowing fo ? In one of the curious letters ot Row* 
land White, he fays, " The Queen hath of late 
** ufed the fair Mrs. Bridges with words and blows 
** of anger ^J* In jl fubfequent ktter he fays, 
'' Tlie Earl is again fallen in lore with his faireft 
** B* ; it cannot choofe but come to the Queen^ 
** ears, and then he is undone. The Countefs 
^ hears of it, or rather fufpeds it, and is greatly 
*• unquiet f." I think there can be no doubt 
but that the faireft B. and the fair Mrs. Bridges 
were the fame : If fo, it is eyident why flic felt 
the weight of her Majefty's difpleafure. 

It is indeed a very trifling matter for what rea- 
fon a prince choofes a favourite ; nor is it meant 
as any reproach to this great woman, that fhc 
could not diveft berfelf of all sensibility : Her 
FEELING, and MASTERING her paflion, adds to her 
charafter. The favourites of other princes never 
fail to infufe into them their own prejudices a- 
gainft their enemies: That was not the cafe with 
Elizabeth. She was more jealous of the ^reatnefs 
flie beftowed, than her fubjedls could be. How 
did ihe mortify Lelcefter, when the ftates heaped 
unufual honours on him ! For Eflex, it is evi^ 
dent from multiplied inftances, that his very fo* 
licitation was prejudicial. Bacon ^ fays to his

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brother Antony, " againft me fhe is never per- 
" emptory, but to my Lord of Effex." Amongft 
the papers of the Bacons, is a moft extraordinary 
♦ letter from Lord Treafurer Burleigh to Lord Ef- 
fex, recounting unmeafured abufe that he had re- 
ceived from the Queen, on her fufpedting Burleigh 
of favouring the Earl. So quick was her na- 
ture to apprehend union where fhe loved to dif* . 
unite -5 and with fuch refinement did old Cecil 
colour his inveteracy f . Her Majefty was wont 
to accufe the Earl of opiniqftrete^ and " that he 
•* would not be ruled ; but fhe would bridle and 
** ftay him:}:.*' On another occafion, fhe faid, 
" flsie obferved fuch as followed her, and thofc 
" which accompanied fuch as were in her dif- 
" pleafure; and that they fhould know as much 
" before it were long§." No wonder the Earl 
complained " that he was as much diflafled with 
" the glorious greatnefs of a favourite, as he was 
" before with the fuppofed happinefs of a cour- 
" tier^." No wonder his mind was fo tofTed with ' 
contradi6l:ory paffions, when her foul, on whom

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he depended, was a compofition of tendernefe 

and haughtinefs! nay, when even e<Jonomy 

combated her affedlion I ^e profefles, ** that her 
" fond parting with him, when he fet out for 

" Ireland, pierced his very fovd *." ^In a few 

weeks fhe quarrelled with him for demanding a 
poor fupply of one thoufand foot and three hun- 
dred horfe f . 

Having pretty clearly afcertained the exiftence 
of the fentiment, it feeras that the Earl's ruin was 
in great meafure owing to the little homage he 
paid to a Sovereign jealous of his perfon and of her 
own, and not accuftomed to pardon the want of 
a proper degree of awe and adoration ! Btfore 
his voyage to Ireland, fee had treated him as Ihe 
did the fair Mrs, Bridges-— in fliort, had given 
him a box on the ear for turning his back on 
her in contempt. What tnuft fhe have felt on 
hearing he had faid, " that fhe grew old and 
" cankered, and that her mind was become as 
" crooked as her carcafe !" What provocation to 
a woman fo difpofed to believe aU the flattery d 
her court 1 How did fhe torture % Melville to 
make him prefer her beauty to his charming 

Queen's ! Elizabeth's foible about her perfon was

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fo well known, that when (he was fixty-fevea, 
Veriken the Butch ambaflador told her at his 
audience, *^ that he had longed to undertake that 
" voyage to fee her Majefty, who for beauty 
** and wifdom excelled all other prmces of the 
" world*." The next year Lord Effex's fifter, 
Lady Rich, interceding for him, tells her Ma- 
jefty, " early did I hope this morping to have 
** had mine eyes bleffed with your Majefty's 
** BEAUTY,— —That her brother's life, his love, 
** his fervice to her beauties, did not deferve fo 
•* hard a punilhment.— — That he would be dif- 
" abled from ever ferving again his facred god-

" ought to feel more compaffion f •*' Whenever 
the weather would permit, flxc gave audience in 
the garden ; her lines were ftrong, and in open 
day light the fhades had lefs force, Vertue the 
engraver had a pocket-book of Ifaac Oliver, in 
which the latter had ihade a memorandum, that 
the Queen would not let him give any Ihade to 
her features, telling him, " that Ihade was an 
" accident, and not naturally cxifting in a face." 
Her portraits arc generally without any fli&dow. 
I have in my poileffion another ftroogly pre* 
fumptive proof of this weaknefs: It is a fragment 
of one of her laft broad pieces, reprefenting her

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korridly old and deformed : An entire coin with 
this image is not known : It is univerfally * fup- 
pofed that thq die was broken by her command^ 
and that fome workman of the mint cut out thi^ 
morfel, which contains barely the face. As it 
has never been engraved, fo fingitlar a curioiity 
may have its merit, in a work which has no other 
kind of merit. 




On whatever her favour was founded, it wa^ 
by no means placed undefervedly : The Earl's 
courage, was impetuous and heroic : To this was 
added, great talents for the date, great affedlion 
for literature, and protection of learned men, and 
the greateft zeal for the fervice and fafety of his 
miftrefs. At nineteen he diftinguifhed himfelf 
at the battle of Zutphen, where Sir Philip Syd* 
ney fell. At twenty- two, he undertook, as a 
volunteer, to promote the reftoration of Don An* 
tonio to the throne of Portugal, ufurped by thfe 

Queen's black enemy Philip; and challenged the

hat into the fea for joy that the Lord. Admiral 
confented to attack the Spanilh Fleet. Few 
royal favourites are fo prodigal of life ! His in- 
dignation againft Philip rpfe to the dignity of a 
perfonal averfion : In his letters he ufed to fay, 
" I will teach that proud King to know." As 
much reafon as Ihe had to hate Philip, the Queen 
could not endure the EarJ's affuming fqch arro- 
gance againft a crowned head. So formidable 
, an f enemy he wa^, that when the greateft offers 
could not bribe him from his duty, the court of 
Spain attempted to have him poifoned ; luckily 
they addreffed their poifon to the arms of his 
great chair, which no more than the pummel J 
of a faddle are a mortal part. And as he fup- 
ported the enemies of the Spaniard, he endea- 
voured to difpoflefs the Pope of the Duchy of 
Ferrara, fending the famous J Sir Anthony Shir-

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Itj tbither, to promote the interefts of a baftard- 
of the houfe of Efte. There was as much policy 
jind adivity of enterprife in this, as in his Holi- 
hets fending a * plume of Phcenix ffeathers to Tir 
Owen* While theoneifland flouriihed with Cecils, 
Walfinghams, Bacons, the other was fo buried 
in barbarifm, that Rome ventured to reward its 
tti^Ttyis with the fpoils of an imaginary fowl i 
The Earl's intelligences, his fpies, his penfionerj 
in foreign courts, were as numerous as the boail- 
td iiiforiliations of Walfingham f . Ks munifi-^ 
cence was unbounded.-— —What fums did the t 
perjured houfe of Bacon obtain or extort from 
him ! He buried Spenfer ; and, which was more 
remarkable, was heir to Sir Roger Williams §, a 
brave foldier, whom he brought to a religious and 
penitent death. But what deferved moft, and 
inuft have drawn the Queen's affeftion tp him^

fled honour on the profecutor ! Yet this zealous 
Eflex did ihe fufFer her council to keep kneeling 
for eleven hours ^t his examination; for this 
man's liberty did fiie accept prefents from his 
mother and fifter, yet without vouchfafing to fee 
them, or grant their fuit*—— Indeed, fhe did per- 
mit them to celebrate St. George^s day alone f : 
One Ihould like to know how he. played at this 
ceremony by himfelf. In ihort, this gallant, 
though rafli man, fhe delivered over to the exe- 
•cutioner, becaufehis bittereft enemies had told her 
he had declared that his life was inconfiftent with 

her fafety ^A tale fo ridiculous, that it is a- 

mazing how moll of out hiftorians gan give credit 
to it !— rHow was he dangerous, or coi|ld he be ? 
— ^His wild attempt on the city had demonftrat- 
ed his impotence. So far from this declaration,

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on receiving fentence he befoiight the Lords,. 
" not to tell the Queen that he neglected or 
" flighted her mercy." He died with devo- 
tion, yet undaunted. Marfhal Biron derided his 
death, and died himfelf like a frantic coward* 
Raleigh imitated his death more worthily than 
he beheld it*! 

The Queen at firft carried her refentment fa 
far, as to have a fermon preached at St. Paul's 
crofs to blaken his memory f . Befides the ridi- 
cule thrown on her perfon, many paflages in his 
behaviour had fhocked her haughtinefs, and com-c 
bated her affedion. His pretending to be a, 
head of the Puritans, and to diflike Monarchy, 
in order to flatter the Dutch ; his fpeaking of 
the King of Spain in terms too familiar ; his pre* 
fuming to create Knights in fome of his Spaniih 
expeditions; his blaming the Queen's parfimony 
in the afiairs of Ireland, which flie had once 
near lofl: for the trifling J fum of two thoufand

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pounds ; his treating with * Tir Owen to abridge 
his own flay in that Ifland ; his threatening that 
he would make the earth tremble under him ; 
his boafting of one hundred and twenty Lords 
devoted to him ; his popularity ; his importuni* 
ty for his friends ; and bis paying court to her 
fucceffor, probably exaggerated to her by Sir 
Robert Cecil, who was ten times more guilty ia 
that refped; all this had alienated her teqder- 
nefs, and imprinted an afperity, which it feems 
even hi. death could not foften. 

On a review of. his charafter, it appears, that 
if the Queen's partiality had not inflated him, 
be would have made one of the bra veil generals, 
one of the moll aftive Hatefmen, and the bright-

With 
the zeal, though without the difcretion of Bur- 
leigh, he had nothing of the dark foul of Leicef- 
ter. Raleigh excelled him in abilities, but came 
not near him in generofity. It was no fmall me^ 
rit to have infifted in giving Bacon to that orb, 
from which one of Bacon's firft employments was 
to contribute to expel his benefaftor. The Earl 
had a folemn tindure of religion, of which his 
enemies availed themfelves to work him to the 
greateft blemifh of his life, the difcovery of the 
abettors of his laft rafh defign. He had fcarce 
a fault befides, which did not flow from the no- 
blenefs of his nature. Sir Harry Wotton fay? 
he was delicate in his baths j it was a flight lux- 
ury, and proceeded fo little from any effeminacy 
in his perfon, that he read letters and attended 
to fuitors the whole time he was drefl[ing. Bru- 
tality of manners is not eflentially neceflary to 
courage : Leonatus, one of Alexander's generals, 
no unmanly fchool, in all the marches of the 
army, was followed by camels loaded with fand 
which he got from Egypt, to rub his body for 
his gymnaftic exercifes. Eflex was gallant, ro- 
mantic, and oftentatious ; his fhooting-matches 
in the eye of the city gained him great popula-

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nty ; the ladies and the people nerer ceafed ta 
adore him. His genius for fliows and thofe plea- 
fures that carry an image of war, was as remark- 
able as his fpirit in the profeffion itfelf. His ♦ 
impreffes and inventions of entertainment were 
much admired* One of his maiks is defcribed 
by a f cotetoporary ; I Ihall give a little extraA 
df it, to prefent an idea of the amufements of 
that age, and as it coincides with what 1 have 
already remarked of the Queen's paflion. 

My Lord of Eflex's devife, fays Rowland 
White, is much condemned in thefe late tri- 
umphs. Some pretty while before he came iii 
himfelf to the tilt, he fent his Page with fomc 
fpeech to the Queen, who returned with her 
Majefty's glove. And when he came himfelf, he 
was met by an old Hermit, a Secretary of State, 
^ brave Soldier, and an Efquire, The firft pre- 
fented him with a book of meditations ; the fe- 
cond with political difcourfes ; the third with 
orations of brave, fought battles ; the fourth was 
but his own follower, to whom the other three 
imparted much of their purpofe before the EarPs 
entry. In fhort, each of them endeavoured to 
win him over to their profeffion, and to perfuade 
hiiti to leave his vain following of love, and to

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betake him to heavenly meditation. But the £f» 
quire anfwered them all, and told them plainly, 
«* That this Knight would never forfake his mif- 
" trefs's love, whofe virtue made all his thoughts 
" divine, whofe wifdom taught him all true poli- 
" cy, whofe * beauty and worth were at all 
" times able to make him fit to command ar- 
" mies." He pointed out all the defeds of their 
feveral purfuits, and therefore thought his own 
courfe of life to be beft in ferving his miftrefs. — . 
" The Queen faid, that if Ihe had thought there 
*♦ would have been fo much faid of her, fhe 
" would not have been there that night." The 
part of tjie Efquire was played by Sir Tpby Mat- 
thews, who lived to be an admired wit in the court 
of Charles I. andwrotQ^an afFefted panegyric on 
that afFedted beauty the Countefs of Carlifle. 

The works of this Lord were " A memorial 
" drawn up on the apprehenlion of an invafion 
f from Spain f." — " A narrative of the expedition 
" to Cadiz." — ^" To Mr. Anthony 3acon, an apo- 
^* logy of the Earl of Eflcx, againft thofe which 
" falfely and malicioufly take him to be the only 
" hindrance of the peage and quiet of his coun- 
" try." Reprinted in 1 729, under the title of, 
" The Earl of Effex's vindication of the war with 
" Spain." Both thefe pieces were juftifications

* very good judge commends both pieces muchy 
^ and fays of the latter particularly, " that the Earl 
" refolved to deliver his own arguments with all

" could give them, and which ftill remains a me- 
" morial of his great virtues and admirable abi- 
" lities." — " Advice to the Earl of Rutland for 
** his travels ;'* publifhed at London in 1633, 8vo; 
in a book intituled, " Profitable inftruftions, de- 
" fcribing what fpecial obfervations are to be taken 
" by travellers in all nations f ." — *^ Verfes in his 
** trouble," likewife ** Meditations," both preferv- 
ed in the King's Hbrary. — ^** A letter of great 
" energy, with a fonnet to the Queen J." — *• An- 
" other fonnet," fung before the Queen by one 
Hales, in whofe voice fhe took fome pleafure. It 
was occafioned by a difcovery that Sir Fulke Gre- 
vilc, his feeming friend, had projefted to plant 
the Lord Southampton in the Queen's favour in 
Eflex's room, during one of his eclipfes. " This 
" fonnet, methinks," fays Sir Harry Wotton §, 
" had as much of the hermit as of the poet." It 
concludes thus : 

And if thou (houldft by her be now forfaken^^ 

She made thy heart too ftrong for to be (haken.

Some of his letters in beautiful Latin to the 
celebrated Antonia Perez, are publiflied among 
the Bacon Papers J. But of all his compofitions, 
the moft excellent, and in many refpeds equal 
to the performances of the greateft geniufes, is a 
long letter to the Queen from Ireland §, ftating 
the fituation of that country in a moft mafterly 
manner both as a general and ftatefman ; and 
concluding with ftrains of the tendereft eloquence, 
on finding himfelf fo unhappily expofed to the

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artifices of his enemies during his abfence. It 
cannot fail to excite admiration, that a man ra- 
vifhed from all improvement and reflexion at the 
age of feventeen, to be nurfed, perverted, fondled, 
dazled in a court, ihould, notwithftanding, have 
fnatched fuch opportunities of cuhivating his 
mind and underftanding ! In another letter from 
Ireland, he fays movingly, " I provided for this 
" fervice a breaft-plate, but not a cuirafs ; that 
" is, I am armed on the breaft, but not on the 
" back */* Dr. Birch has a volume of manu- 
fcript letters, containing fome from the Earl, and 
others addrefled to him. Befides thefe, we have 
great variety in the Cabala, and among Bacon's 
Papers of the Earl's occafional letters f , written 
in a ftyle as nervous as the beft compofitions of 
that age, and as eafy and flowing as thofe of the 
prefent. The vehement friend, the bold injured 
enemy, the flatefman, and the fine gentleman, 

are confpicuous in them. He ceafed to be 

all thefe by the age of thirty-four %.

Was the feventeenth Earl of that ancient £k^ 
mily, and by no means the leaft illuftrious. His 
youth was diftinguilhed by his wit, by adroitnefs 
in his exercifes, by valour and zeal for his coun- 
try. Having travelled into Italy, he is * record- 
ed to have been the firft that brought into Eng- 
land embroidered gloves and perfumes ; and pre- 
fenting the Queen with a pair of the former, fhe 
was fo pleafed with them, as to be drawn with 
them in one of her portraits. The Earl of Ox- 
ford ihone in the tournaments of that reign, in 
two of which he was honoured with a prize front 
her Majefty's own hand, being led armed by twd 
ladies into her prefence chamber f . 

In the year 1585, he was at the head of the 
nobility that embarked with the Earl of Leicef- 
ter for the relief of the States of Holland ; and 
in 1588, joined the fleet with fliips hired at his 
own expence, to repel the Spanifh Armada. 



It Teems, EfTex had highly refented its being ex* 
prefled in the Earl of Nottingham's patent, that the latter had eqnal ihaie 
with himfclf in the tajting of Cadiz. He was fo unreafonable as to pro-

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He was Knight of the^ Garter, and fat on the 
celebrated trials of the Queen of Scots, of the 
Earls of Arundel, of Eflex, and Southampton : 
But another rem^rklthle trial in th^t reign, proved 
the (voluntary) ruin of this Peer. He was an 
intimate friend of the Duke pf Norfolk that was 
condemned on account of the Scottiih Queen. 
Lord Oxford eameftlj folicited his father-in-law, 
the Treafurer Burleigh, to fave the Duke's life ; 
but not fucceeding, he was fo incenfed againft 
€fae Minifter, that in moft abfurd and unjuft re* 
venge (though the c^ufe was amiable), he fwore 
he would do all he could to ruin his daughter ; 
and accordingly not only forfook her bed, but 
£bid and confumed great part of the vaft inheri*- 
tance defcended to him from his anceftors. 

He lived to be a very aged man, and died in 
the fecond year of James I. 

He was an admired poet, and reckoned the 
beft writer of comedy in his time : The very 
names of all his plays are loil : a few of his 
poems are extant in a mifcellany called '^ The 
** Paradife of Dainty Devices." Lpnd. 1578, 4to. 
The chief part of the colled|ion was written by 
Richard Edwards, another comic writer*.

THOMAS SACKVILLE, 
LORD BUCKHURST. 

It is not my bufinefs to enter into the life of 
this Peer as a ftatefman : It is fufficient to faji 
that few firft minifters have left fo fair a charac- 
ter. His family difdained the offer of an apolo- 
gy for it againft fome little cavijs, which " fpreta 
" exolefcunt ; fi irafcare, agnita videntur *." It 
is almoft as needlefs to fay that he was the Pa- 
triarch of a race of genius and wit. He early 
quitted the ftudy of the law for, the flowery paths 
of poetry, and fhone both in Latin and Engliih 
compofition. In his graver years, the brilliancy 
of his imagination grew more corred, not lefs a- 
bundant. He was called, fays Loyd, " the Star- 
" chamber Bell," (a comparifon that does not 
convey much idea at prefent ; but he explains it 
by adding) fo very flowing was his invention f . 
" His fecretary,'* fays Sir Robert Naunton, 
** had difficulty to pleafe him, he was fo facete 
" and choice in. his ftyle." 

He was author of the celebrated tragedy cal- 
led " Gorboduc ;" the firft dramatic piece of any

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confideration in the Englifli language, written 
inany years before Shakfpeare fct forth his plays. 
* He was aJEfted in it by Norton, a fellow-la* 
bourer of Stemhold and Hopkins, This trage- ' 
dy was aded before the Queen at Whitehall, by 
the gentlemen of the Inner Temple, 1561. It 
originally had the title of " Ferrex and Porrex," 
was printed incorredklj?' and furreptitioufly in 
1565 ; more completely in 1570 ; in 1590, by 
the title of " Gorboduc.'* It was re-publilhed by 
Dodfley in 1736, with a preface by Mr* Spence, 
by the procuration of Mr. Pope, " who wonder-

" of theirs, do deferve the higheft price : The

His Lordfhip wrote beiides *^ A pre&ce, and 
*^ the life of the unfortunate Duke of Buck-

** Magiilrates, being a true chronicle hiflory of 
^ the untimely falls of fuch unfortunate princes

This work was publiihed in 
1616, by Richard Nicols of Magdalen College 
in Oxford, but was the joint produce of Lord 
Buckhurft, M r.

^ of BucKingham, and in his preface then inti- 
" tuled, Mr. Sackville's Indudion. This wor- 
" thy prefidienl 6f learning, intending to perfedk 
" all this ftory himfelf, from the conqueft, being 
** called to a more ferioud «xpence in the great 
'* ftate affairs of his moft royal Lady and Sove- 
" reigtt, Jsft the difpc^al thereof to Mn Bald- 
•* wiae, ficc *" And " Sevttral letters in the Ca- 
« bala," 

Tiptoft and Rivers fet the example of borrow- 
ing light from other countries^ and patronized 
the importer of printing, Gaxton. The Earls of 
of Oxford and f Dorfet ftruck out new lights for 
the Drama, without making the multitude laugh 
or weep at ridiculous reprefentations of Scripture. 
To the two former we owe PitiNTwo, to the two 
latter, Taste-^ — ^what do we not owe perhaps 
to the laft of the four ! Our hiftoric plays are al- 
lowed to have been founded on the heroic nar- 
fatives in the Mhrrour fbrMagxftrates; to that plan, 
^and to the boldhefs of Lord Buckhurft's new 
fceneis, perhaps we owe Shakspieare. Such debts 
to thefe four Iiords^ the probabiEty of the laft 
ol>iigation, are fufficient to juilify a Catm.ogu£ 
of Noble Authors.

This man, who had the fortune or misfortune 
to pleafe both Queen Elizabeth and James I.; who, 
like the fon of the Duke of Lerma, had the un- 
common fate of fucceeding * his own father as 
Prime Minifter, and who, unhke that fon of Ler- 
ma, did not, though treacherous to every body 
elfe, fupplant his own father : This man is fuffi- 
ciently known ; hi* public ftory may be found in 
all our hiftories, his particular in the Biographia ; 
and if any body's curiofity is ftill unfatisfied about 
him, they may fee a tedious account of bis laft 
ficknefs in Peck's Defiderata Curiofa. 

He wrote-^" Adverfus Perduelles;" ananfwerto 
fome Popilh libels.—" Mr. Secretary Cecil, his ne-

EARL OF NORTHAMPTON, 

Younger fon of the famous Earl of Surrey, 
was faid to be the leamedeft amongit the nobility, 
and the moft noble amongft the learned. To thefe 
advantages of birth and education, were added 
the dignities of Earl, Knight of the Garter, Lord 
Warden of the Cinque-Ports, Governor of Dover- 
Caftle, (where he was * buried) one of the com- 
miffioners for the office of Earl Marfhal, Lord 
Privy-feal, High-Steward of Oxford, and Chan- 
cellor of Cambridge. He added himfelf the ftill 
nobler title of Founder of three hofpitals, at 
Greenwich in Kent, at Clin in Shropfhire, and 
at Caftle-rifing in Norfolk f . Thefe topics of 
panegyric were fure not to be overlooked by our 
writers of genealogies, who winnow the charadlers 
of all mankind, and take due care not to lay up 

any of the chaff. But what have our hiftori- 

ans to fay of this man ! What a tale have they 
to tell of murder ! But it is neceflary to take 
tip his charader a Uttle higher. On his father's 
death he appears to have been left in very fcanty

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circumftances, and though there is no doubt of 
his having parts, and very flexile ones too, they 
carried him no great lengths during the long reign 
of Elizabeth : In her fucceflbrs they produced 
ten-fold. Antony Bacon, giving an account of 
a conference he had with his aunt about the 
Cecils, wiihes for the genius of the Lord Henry 
Howard, or that of Signer Perez, to affift him 
with the facility and grace which they had in re« 
lating their own adions *. Lady Bacon, the fe- 
vere and froward, but upright mother of Antony 
and Sir Francis, had no fuch favourable impref^ 
lions of Lord Henry, ag^inft whomi as he was 
an intimate of Antony and the Earl of Eflez, ihe 
often warns her fon, calling Howard, ** a danger- 
** ous intelligencing man, and no doubt a fubtile 
** Papift inwardly, a very ioftrument of the Spa* 
** tiiih Papifts/' No miflaken judgment: he had 
been bred a Papift i and though at this time he 
feems to have a<^ed Proteftantifm f , he openly 
reverted to Popery in the next reign, which, at 
the King's requeft he again abandoned, and yet 
at his death avowed himfelf a Cathdlic %* The 
fame Lady apprehends his betray iiig his brother 
Norfolk, whom he was ftill foliciting, to his

Sir Antony Weldon fpeaks of him as one of the 
gro^ft flatterers alive. ■ B ut it is the mode to 

reje^S: his teftimony as too fevere a writer, 

Yet on what times was he bitter ! What charac- 
ter that he has cenfured, has whitened by exa* 
manadon ? To inftance in this Lord Northampton. 
I (hall not content myfelf with obferving that 
Sir Fulke Grevile fays §, ^* He was famous for 
** fecret infinuation and for cunning flatteries, and 
'* by reafon of thefe flatteries, a fit man for the 
*' conditions of thofe times." Nor that Monfieur 
de Beaumont, the French ambaflador at that 
time, calls him one of the greatefl: flatterers and 
calumniators that ever lived || : Let him fpeak 
fixc himfelf. He firfl; founded his hopes of pre- 
ferment on the Earl of Effex, to whom he feems

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to have made unbounded court. In one of his 
letters, he tells that favourite, " So God deal with 
" me in die iHo^ as I would lofe of my own blood to 
" fave your's ; and hold all thofe given over ut- 
" terly mfenfum reprobijjimum^ whofe malice can 
" diftinguifh at this day between the fafeguard 
" of your worthy perfon, and the life of your 
^* country *." In another, " When I fee you not, 
" yet I think of you, and with the raoft divine 
" philofophers, will ever fettle my beatitude in 
^* contemplation of that Ihining objed, unto 
^* which hypocrify or flattery can add no grace, 
*' becaufe the rare worth of itfelf hath made it 
" very truly and Angularly fuper-excellent f .'* 
And as excefs of flattery to the creature is not 
content till it has dared to engage even the Cre- 
ator in its hyperboles, he tells Eflfej:, " My hope 
" of your fafe return is anchored in heaven. I 
*-' believe that God himfelf is not only pleafed with 
" his own workmanfhip in you, as he was when 
" vidit omnia qua creavit^ et erarvt valde bona; but 
" withal, that he is purpofed to proted that wor- 
" thy perfon of your Lordfliip's under the wings 
" of his cherubim J." What could Sir Antony Wei- 
don fay too bad of the flattery of a man, who paints 
the GREAT God of heaven fmitten, like an old doat-

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ing Queen, with a frail phantom of his own crea- 
tion ! 

But though Northampton could flatter, honeft 
Abbot could not : The Earl profecuting fomc 
perfons in the Star-chamber for defamation, as 
his infamy began to grow public, when the Lords 
Were ready to pafs fentence, the Archbifhop rofe,

" King." ^And then pulled out a letter from 

Northampton to Cardinal Bellarmine, in which 
the Earl profefled to the latter, " That howfo- 
" ever the condition of the times compelled him, 
" and his Majefty urged him to turne Proteftant, 
" yet neverthelefle his heart flood with the Pa- 
" piftSy and that he would be ready to. further 
" them in any attempt *.'* — But to have done

This negotia- 
tion f was immediately rewarded by James on 
his acceffion, with his favour, and with the ho« 
nours I have mentioned ; but as every riling fk- 
vourite was the objeft of Northampton's bafe* 
nefs, he addidled his fervices to the Earl of So* 
merfet, and became a chief and Chocking inftru« 
ment in that Lord's match with Northampton's 
kinfwoman the Countefs of Eflex, and of the fuc^

It would be imperti- 
nent to the reader to enter into any account of 
this amazing genius, or his works : Both will be 
univerfally admired as long as SasNCE cxiils. 
««*-^As long as ingratitude and adulation are dcf* 
picable, fo long ihall we lament the depravity of 

this great man's heart ! ' A las ! that He, 

who could command immortal fame, Ihould have 
ftooped to the little ambition of power ! 

SIR FULKE GREVILE, 
LORD BROOKE, 

A MAN of much note in his time, but one of 
thofe admired wits who have loft much of their 
reputation in the eyes of' pofterity, A thoufand 
accidents of birth, court-favour, or popularity, 
concur fometimes to gild a (lender proportion of 
merit. After ages, who look when thofe beams 
are withdrawn, wonder what attraded the eyes

of the mukitude. No man feems to me fo afto- 
uiihing an objed of temporary admiration as the 
celebrated friend of the Lord Brooke, the famous 
Sir Philip Sidney. The learned of Europe dedi- 
cated their works to him ; the republic of Poland 
thought him at lead worthy to be in the nomi- 
nation for their crown. All the mufes of England 
wept his death. When we, at this diftance of 
time, inquire what prodigious merits excited fuch 

admiration, what do we find ? Great valour. 

But it was an age of heroes. In full of 

all other talents, we have a tedious, lamentable, 
pedantic, paftoral romance, which the patience of 
a young virgin in love cannot now wade through; 
and fome abfurd attempts to fetter Englifli verfe 
in Roman chains ; a proof that this applauded 
author undcrflood little of the genius of his own 
language. The few of his letters extant are poor 
matters ; one * to a fteward of his father, an in- 
ftance of unwarrantable violence. By far f the 

bell prefumption of his abilities (to us who can

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judge only by what we fee), is a pamphlet * pub- 
liihed amongil the Sidney Papers, being an 
anfwer to the famous libel called Leicester's 
Commonwealth. It defends his uncle with 
great fpirit : What had been faid in dero- 
gation to their blood feems to have touched Sir 
Philip moft. He died with the rafhnefs f of a 
volunteer, after having lived to write with the 
Jansfroid and prolixity of M ademoifelle Scuderi. 
Ilet not this examination of, a ^favourite cha- 
racter be taken in an ill light. There can be 
no motive h\}X,jufi criikifm for calling in queftion 
the fame of another man at this diftance of time. 
Were pofterity to allow all the patents beftowed 
by cotemporaries, the temple of fame would 
be crowded by worthlefs dignitaries. How 
many princes would be prefling in, the weakeil 
or wickedeft of mankind, becaufe courtiers or 
medals called them Great ! One man ftill ap- 
pears there by a yet more admiffible title, Phi- 
lip THE Good Duke of Burgundy— -one fhudders 
to read what maflkcres he made of his Flemifh 
fubjefts. Louis XIII. claims under the title of 
THE Just : There can fcarce be a more abomina- 
ble fa<a than one in Voltaire's new univerfal hif- 
tory. Monfieur de Cinqmars, the King's favour-

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ite, had, with his Majefty's fecrct approbation, 
endeavoured to deftroy Richlieu— ^nd failed. 
The King was glad to appeafe the Cardinal, by 
facrificing his friend, whom he nfed to call Cher 
Ajtf I. When the hour of execution arrived, Louis 
pulled out his watch, and with a villainous fmile, 
faid, " Je crois qu' k cette heure Cher Ami fait 
•* un vilaine mine." Voltaire, commending him, 
fays, that this King^s character is not fufficicntly 
known. i . n I t was not indeed, while fuch an anec,. 
dote remained i^nftained with the blackeft cofi 
lours of hiftory ! 

I am fenfible that I have wandered from my 
fubjed, by touching on Sir Philip Sidney ; but 
writing his life, is writing Sir Fulke Grevile's, 
who piqued himfelf moil, and it was his chief 
merit, on being, as he ftyled himfelf on his tomb, 
The Friend of Sir Philip SiDNEY.-^-Jt was well 
he did not make the fame parade of his friend* 
fliip with the Earl of Effex: An anecdote I have 
mentioned before * feems to fhow that he was 
not fo flridl in all his friendihips. He had more 
merit in being the patron of Camden. 

This Lord's works were--" A very fhort fpeech 
" in Parliament," recorded by Lord Bacon f.

We are told * that he propofed to write the life 
of Queen Elizabeth, a work not much to be re- 
gretted, as he himfelf acquainted the Earl of Sa- 
lifbury, " that though he intended to deliver no- 
^* thing but the truth, yet he did not hold him- 
^ felf bound to tell all the truth ;'' — a 4ifpenfa- 
don which, of all ranks of men, an hiftorian, 
perhaps, is the laft that has a right to give him- 
felf. What he conceals is probably the part that 
would afford moft information. It is worth the 
reader's while to have recourfe to the original 
paflage, where he will find the grofs Ihifts ufed 
by Salifbury to render Sir Fulke*s meditated hi- 
ftory abortive, which however he feemed to have 
little reafon to dread, after the declaration I have 
mentioned,

The two laft plays have the chorus after the 
manner of the ancients ; a pedantry as injudi- 
cious as Sir Philip's Englifh hexameters. After 
all the attempts to revive that mob of confidents^ 
after all the laborious Pere Brumoy*s differta- 
tions * to juftify them, do they ceafe to appear 
unnatural excrefcencies of a drama, whofe faults 
are admired as much as its excellencies ? With 
all the difference of Grecian, and French or 
Englifh manners, it is impoffible to conceive 
that Phaedra trufled her incefluous paflion, or 
Medea her murderous revenge, to a whole troop 
of attendants^ If Metaflafio's operas furvive for 
fo much time as conflitutes certain and unlimit- 
ed admiration in lovers of antiquity, it will be in 
Tain for future pedants to tell men of fenfe, two 
thoufand years hence, that our manners were 
different from theirs ; they will never bear to 
hear every fcene concluded with a fong, whether 
the adkor who is going ofi" the flage be in love or 
in rage, be going to a wedding or to execution. 
In fa<9:, the ancients no more trufled their fecrets> 
efpecially of a criminal fort, to all their domeflics, 
than we fing upon every occafion : The manners

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of no country aSed the great outlines of hiimail 
life, of human paffions. Befides, if they did^ 
whenever the manners of an age are ridiculous, 
it is not the bufinefs of tragedy to adopt, but of 
comedy to expofe them. They who defend ab* 
furdities, can have little tafte for real beauties* 
There is nothing fo unlike fenfe as nonfenfe, yet 
in how many authors is the latter admired for the 
fake of the former ! 

GEORGE CAREW, 
EARL OF TOTNESS, 

The younger fon of a Bean of Exeter, raifed 
himfelf by his merit to great honours. Though 
his titles were conferred by the Kings James and 
Charles, his fervices were performed under Eli- 
zabeth, in whofe reign he was Matter of the 
Ordnance iu Ireland, Treafurer of the Army there, 
Prefident of Munfter, and one of the Lords Juf- 
tices. With lefs than 4000 men he reduced 
many caftles and forts to the Queen's obedience, 
took the Earl of Defmond prifoner, and brought 
the Bourks, O'Briens, and other rebels, to fub- 
miffion. He baffled all attempts of the Spaniards 
on his province, and eftablifhed it in perfed 
peace. He died in an honourable old age at the 
Savoy in 1629, and is buried under a goodly mo* 
nument at Stratford upon Avon. He was a great 
patron of learning and lover of antiquities. 
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He wrotfi— " Facata Hibernia ; or the Hiftory 
•* of the Wars in Ireland, efpecially within the 
" province of Mounfter, 1599, 1600, 1601, and 
" 1602;" which after his death was printed in 
folio at London in 1633, with feventeen maps, 
being publiihed by his natural fon Thomas Staf- 
ford*. 

It is certain that his Lordfhip propofed to write 
-the reign of Henry V. and had made coUedlions 
and extradts for that purpofe. The author of 
the life of Michael Drayton fays f, that Speed's 
reign of that Prince was written by our Earl : 
Others J only fay that his Lordfliip's coUedions 
were inferted in it. 

Others of his coUedlions, in four volumes folio, 
relating to Ireland, are in the Bodleian library 
at Oxford. Others were fpld by his executors to 
Sir Robert Shirley II . 

Sir James Ware fays, that this Earl tranflated 
into Englifh, a Hiftory of the Affairs of Ireland, 
written by Maurice Regan, fervant and inter- 
preter to Dermot, fon of Murchard King of 
Leinfter in 1171, and which had been turned 
into French verfe by a friend of Regan §.

EARL OF PEMBROKE. 

, His charadler is not only one of the moft ami- 
able in Lord Clarendon's hiftory, but is one o£ 
the bell ^ drawn ; not being marked with any 
ilrOng lines, it diftinguiflies the delicacy of that 
happy pencil, to which the real pencil muil yield 
of the renowned portrait-painter of that age.— 
Vandyke little thought, when he drew Sir Ed^ 
vard Hyde, that a greater mafter than himfelf 
was fitting to him. They had indeed great re-» 
femblance in their manners j each copied Nature 
faithfully* Vandyke's men are not all of ex- 
ad height and fymmetry, of equal corpulence j 
his women are not Madonnas or Venufes : The 
likenefs feems to have been ftudied in all, thcj 
charader in many : His dreffes are th(rfe of the 
times. The hiftorian's fidelity is as remarkable j 
he reprefents the folds and plaits, the windingfk 
'tod turnings of each charader he draws ; an4; 
though he varies the lights and fliades as woal4 * 
bell produce the effed he defigns, yet his colourf 
are never thofe of imagination, nor difpofed witb- 
out a fingular propriety. Hampden is not paint- 
ed in the armour of Brutus ; nor would Crom-- 
well's malk fit either Julius or Tiberius.

VISCOUNT DORCHESTER, 

Is little known but in his capacity of Minifter 
to foreign courts, for which he fecms to have 
been well qualified ; but by his fubfervience to 
his mailers, and to his patron the Duke of Buck* 
ingham, one ihould have thought he had imbibed 
his f prerogative notions, as embafladors are a 
little apt to do, in other fchools than Holland and 
Venice, where he was chiefly refident. His ne-. 
gotiations have been lately prefeijted to the pub-

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lie; a munificence it might oftener, but nerer 
ihould without gratitude receive. It was not the 
fiiult of the Minifter or of the Editor that thefe 
tranfadlions turned chiefly on the Synod of Dort. 
It is always curious to know what wars a great 
Monarch waged: Sir Dudley would probably 
have been glad to negotiate in earned the interefts 
of the Palatinate ; but the King had other bufi- 
nefs to think of than the prefervation or ruin of 
his children— —while there was a chance that 
the Dyer*s Son Vorftius might be divinity pro- 
feflbr at Leyden, inftead of being burnt, as his 
Majefty hinted " to the Chriftian prudence" * of 
the Dutch that he deferved to be, our embafla- 
dors could not receive inftruftions, and confe- 
quently could not treat, on any other bufinefs. 
The King, who did not refent the mailacre at 
Amboyna, was on the point of breaking with the 
States for fupporting a man who profefied the 
herefies of Enjedinus, Oftodorus, &c. points of 
extreme confequence to Great Britain ! Sir Dud- 
ley Carleton was forced to threaten the Dutch, 
not only with the hatred of King James, but alfo 
with his pen.

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EDWARD CECIL, 
VISCOUNT WIM BLETON, * 

A MA&tiAL Lord in the reigns of King Jamef 
and King Charles, followed the wars v\ the Ne« 
therlands for the fpace of thirtjr-five years, and 
was a general of great reputation till his mifcar-* 
mge in the escpedition to Cales. He was fecond 
fon of the Earl of Exeter, and grandfon of Bur- 
leigh. King Charles made him of his Privy- 
Council, Governor of Portfinouth and a Peer. 
He has barely a title to this catalogue, and yet 
too much to be omitted : In the King's hbrary 
are two trads in manufcript drawn up by hi» 
Lordihip *, one intituled—" The Lord Vifcount 
•* Wimbleton his method how the coafts of the 
" kingdom may be defended againft any enemy,

ROBERT CAREY, 
EARL OF MONMOUTH, 

Was a near relation of Queen Elizabeth, but 
appears to have owed his preferment to the dif- 
patch he ufed in informing her fucceflor of her 
death. Her Majefty feems to have been as little 
fond of advancing her relations by the mother, 
as flie Viras foUcitous to keep down thofe who par- 
took of her blood-royal. The former could not 
well complain, when flie was fo indifferent even 
about vindicating her mother's fame. This will 
excufe our Earl Robert's aifiduity about her heir, 
which indeed he relates himfelf with great fim- 
plicity. The Queen treated him with much fa- 
nouliarity. Vifiting her in her laft illnefs, and 
praying that her health might continue, Ihe 
took him by the hand and wrung it hard, and 
faid, " No Robin, I am not well," and fetch- 
ed not fo few as forty or fifty great fighs, which 
Jie profeffes he never knew her to. do in all his 
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lifetime, but for the death of the Queen of Scots. 
He found flie would die — ** I could not/' fiiys 
le, " but think in what a wretched cftate I 
«« ihould be left, moft of my livelyhood depend- 
•• ing on her life. And hereupon I bethought 
^ myfelf with what grace and favour I was ever 
•* received of the King of Scots, whenfoever I 
«• was fent to him. I did affure [myfelf, it was 
•* neither unjuft nor unhoneil for me to do for 
•* myfelf, if God at that time ihould call her to 
•* his mercy." Thefe words are taken from an 
account of that Princefs*s death; publiihed by 
Dr. Birch among Sir Thomas Edmonds's papers^ 
snd are extrafted from the only work of this 
Earl, viz. — '^ Memoirs of his own life,'* a manu- 
fcript in the pofleffion of the Earl of Cork and 
Orrery, by whofe favour an edition of it is now 
preparing for the prefs. 

HENRY MONTAGU, 
EARL OF MANCHESTER, 

Was grandfon of Sir Edward Montagu, Lord 
Chief Juftice of the King's-Bench in the reign 
of Edward VL and was father of the Lord Kim* 
bolton, who, with five members of the Houfe of 
CcMnmons, were fo remarkably accufed by King 
Charles I. Earl Henry was bred a lawyer, rofe 
fwiftly through moft of the ranks of that profef* 

I 
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fion to fome of the greateft honours of the ftate 
and peerage. His preferments are thus enumerate* 
ed by Loyd in his Sate Worthies * : Serjeant at 
Ijaw, Knight, Recorder of London, Lord Chief 
Jullice of the King's-Bench, Lord Treafurer of 
England, Baron of Kimbolton, Vifcount Man* 
deville, Prefident of the Council, Earl of Man- 
chefter. Lord Privy Seal. Lord Clarendon has 
drawn f his charader. He lived to a very great 
age, and wrote a book called—" Manchefter al 
•* Mondo ; or> Meditations on Life and Death." 

ROBERT GREVILE, 
LORD BROOKE, 

Made a figure at the beginning of the civil 
war, and probably was a man of great virtue j 
for the royalift writers condefcend to fay, that 
if he had lived a little lotiger, he would proba* 
bly have feen through the defigns of his party, 
and deferted them. This fiUy fort of apology 
has been made for other patriots, and by higher 
writers than mere genealogifts, as if nothing but 
the probability of a converfion could excufe thofe 
heroes who withftood the arbitrary proceedings 
of Charles and his miniflers, and to whofe fpirit 
we owe fo much of our liberty. Our antiquaries

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weep over the deflru&ion of convents, and ou? 
hiftorians figh for Charles and Laud ! But th^re 
is not the leaft reafon to fuppofe that this Lord 
Brooke would have abandoned his principles: 
Lord Clarendon reprefents him as one of the 
moil determined of the party ; and it is not pro^ 
bable that a man who was on the point of feek« 
ing liberty in the forefts of America, would hare 
deferted her banners when vidorious in her own 
Britain. He and the Lord Say and Seal had 
adlually pitched upon a fpot in New England, 
whither they propofed to tranfport themfelves, 
when the exceffes of the court threatened de- 
ftrudion to the freedom of their country. In 
1655, the two Lords fent over Mr. George Fen- 
wicke to prepare a retreat for them and their 
friends ; in confequence of which a little towtt 
was built, and called by their joint names Say- 
brook. But a nobler fpirit arifing, the two Lords 
refufed to the King's face to enter into the en- 
gagcmient whkh he propofed to the peers at 
York, of profcflions of loyalty, and abhorrence 
of thofe he called rebels. Their Lordfhips were 
aftive in all the patriot meafures in the Houfe 
of Lords J and the Lord Brooke exetted the ut- 
moft fpirit and gallantry in the war that follow- 
ed, though he was one o£ the firft vidims in the 
caufe of his country, being fliot iii the eye in 
1643, as he was ftorming the Churcb-clofe at 
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Litchfield. It is lamentable that my Lord Cla- 
rendon * ihould relate gravely many remarks of 
the populace on his death, in their language call- 
ed Judgments. Lord Brooke, it feems, had 
prayed aloud that very morning, " That if the 
*♦ caufe he was engaged in were not juft and 
** right, he might inftantly be cut off." — Had 
Lord Clarendon mentioned this as an inftance of 
Lord Brooke's fincerity, it had been commend- 
able. But did the noble hiftorian fuppofe that 
the Ruler of the unirerfe inflids fudden deftruc- 
tion, as the way to fet right a confcientious man? 
Alas I the hiftorian was not thinking of the Ruler 
ef Heaven, but of thofe trumpery Vicegerents, 
who would indeed be more proper avengers of a 
rdyal caufe ! He fays, " It was obferved that the 
" day of Lord Brooke's death was St. Chadd's 
** day, to whom Litchfield Cathedral was form- 
"* erly dedicated." My Lord Clarendon, with 
the majefty of Livy, was not without his fuper- 
ftition.— The Roman had his holy chickens, 
and Lord Clarendon his St. Chadd f !

It was a remarkable fcene exhibited on the fcaf- 
fold on which Lord Capel feU : At the fame time 
was executed the once gay, beantiful, gallant Earl 
of Holland, whom neither the honours Ihoweredi 
on him by his Prince, nor his former more tender 
connexions with the Queen, could preferve'from 
betraying, and engaging againft both. He now 
appeared funk beneath the indignities and crueU 
ty he received from men, to whom and from 
whom he had deferted— while the brave Capel, 
who, having ihunned the fplendour of Charles*^ 
fortunes, had flood forth to guard them on their 
decline, trod the fatal ftagc with all the dignity 
of valour and confcious integrity. 

He wrote — '' A book pf Meditations, *, pub-

One of the greateft ornaments of the learned 
peerage, was a man of a martial fpirit and a pro-> 
found underftanding. He was made Knight of 
the Bath when Prince Henry was inftalled for 
the Garter; and being fent cmbaflador to France, 
to interpofe in behalf of the Proteftants of that 
kingdom, he returned the infolence of the Great 
Conftable Luynes with the fpirit of a gentleman, 
without committing his dignity of embaflador. 
It occaiioned a coolnefs between the courts ; but 
the blame fell wholly on the Conftable. In 1625 
Sir Edward was made a baron of Ireland, in 163 j 
of England ; but in the caufe of his country fided 
with its reprefentatives *. He died in 1648, having

JAMES STANLEY, 
EARL OF r^ERBY. 

Among the fufferers for King Charles I, none 
cad greater luftre on the caufe than this heroic 
Lord, who feems to have been actuated by a true 
fpirit of honour and difintereftednefs. Some con- 
trad^ed great merit from their behaviour in that 
quarrel ; the condudl and brave death of this 
Lord were but the conclufion of a life of virtue, 
^ccomplifhments, and humanity. 

He wrote— ^" The hiftory and Antiquities of 
** the Ifle of Man (his own little kingdi^m), with 
" an account of his own proceedings and loffes 
** in the civil war ; interfperfed with fundry ad- 
** vices to his Son." It was not completed as he 
intended it, but is publiflied ^s he left it in 
PecVs Defiderata Curiofa f .

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JOHN DIGBY, 

EARL OF BRISTOL, 

Was father of the celebrated Lord Digby, and 
bjnomeansinconfiderable himfelf, though check- 
ed by the circumftances of the times from mak- 
ing fo great a figure in various lights, as fortune 
and his own talents feemed to promife. Marked 
for a feafon as a favourite by King James, he 
was eclipfed by the predominant luftre of the 
Duke of Buckingham, and traverfed by the fame 
impetuofity in his Spanifh negotiations, to which 
Ms grave and (lately temper had adapted him. 
Being attacked by that overbearing man, he re- 
pelled and worfted him; and Ihone greatly among 
the difcontented in Parliament : But the vio- 
lences of that alTembly foon difgufted his fplemn 
difpofition ; for he that was not fupple enough 
for a court, was by far too haughty for populari- 
ty. He would have been a fuitable Minifter for 
Auftrian phlegm, or a proper patriot in a diet, 
which would have been content to proceed by 
remonftrance and memorial. A mercurial Fa- 
vourite, and a military Senate overfet him*. 

In his youth he was a poet, and wrote — 
" Verfes on the death of Sir Henry Unton of

He was fon of the great Earl of Clanrickanld 
by that rfertiarkable woman the Lady Frances, 
Me daughter and heirefs of Sir Francis Walfing- 
hatti, tvidow of Sir Philip Sidney and of Robert 
Earl of EfTex ; arid mother of the Generals of the 
Parliament's army in England, and of the King's 
army in Ireland, Robert the fecond, Earl of Ef- 
fex, arid this Lord Ulick, who isreprefented as a 
man of great honour, and thotigh a fteady Roman 
Catholic *, was a zealous fervant of the King 
againft the Irifli rebels, fticcefcding the Marquis- 
of Ormond in his lieutenancy and ill faccefs. He 
loft ah imiftlenfe eftate in that kingdosn, and 
being obliged to fubmit to the fuperior arms of the 
Parliament, he retired to Englainl in 1657, *^^ 
died within the year ^t his houfe cdled Summer'^ 
hill in Kent. lie has left a large colle£lion of 
pfepers relating to the affairs of the Itffh rebellion : 
They were pui>lifhed imperfe<21y at London in 
1722, in 8vo, under the title of---** Memoirs of the 
** Right Honourable the Marquis of Clanrick- 
" arde, Lord Deputy of Ireland, containing feveral

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" original papers and letters of King Charles IL 
" the Queen Mother, the Duke of York, the

The title of the new edition is more proper 
than the former, as it is in reality little ipore 
than a colleftion of letters ftrung together to 
preferve the co»nedion.

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HENRY CAREY, 
EARL OF MONMOUTH. 

The depreffion of the Nobility after the death 
of Charles I. threw many of them into ftudiou9 
retirement ; of which number this fecond Earl of 
Monmouth appears to have been the moil labo* 
rious. He feems to have diftrufled his own abi^ 
lities, and to have made the fruits of his ftudies 
his amufement, rather than his method of fame. 
Though there are feveral large volumes tranflat- 
cd by him, we have fcarce any thing of his own 
compofition ; and are as little acquainted with 
his charadler as with his genius. Antony Wood *, 
who lived fo near his time, and who tells us that 
the Earl was made a Knight of the Bath at the 
creation of Charles Prince of Wales in 1616, 
profefles that he knows nothing more of him but 
the catalogue of his works, and that he died in 
1661. In Sir Henry Chauncy's Hertfordfhire, 
is the infcription on his monument in the church 
at Rickmanfworth, which mentions his living 
forty-one years in marriage with his Countefs, 
Martha, daughter of the Lord Treafurer Mid* 
dlefex. 

There are extant of his Lordfhip's no lefs than 
feven folios, two octavos, and a duodecimo, be-

£ARL OF WESTMORLAND. 

All I can fay of this Lord, is, that he wrote 
— " A very fmall book of poems," which he 
gave to, and is ftill preferved in the library of 
Emanuel College, Cambridge. 

DUDLEV, 
LORD NORTH, 

The third baron of this accotnplilhed family, 
"Was one of the fineft gentlemen in the court of 
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King James ; but, in fupportiiig that charadler, 
diifipated and" gamed away the greateft part of 
his fortune. In 1645, he appears td have aded 
with the parliament, and was nominated by 
them to the adminiftration of the Admiralty, in 
conjun(5lion with the great Earls of Northumber- 
land, Effex, Warwick^ and others. He lived to 
the age of eighty-five, the latter part of which 
he paffed in retirement, having written a fmall 
foUo of mifcellanies, in profe and verfe, under 
this title, — ?* A Foreft promifcuous of feveral 
•* fcafons produdions, in four parts." 1659. 
The profe, which is affeded and obfcure, with 
many quotations and allufions to Scripture and 
the Claffics, confifts of eflays, letters, chara<%ers 
in the manner of Sir Thomas Overbury, and de- 
vout meditations on his misfortunes. The verfe, 
though not very poetic, is more natural, and 
written with the genteel eafe of a man of quali- 
ty; a fpecimen of which, being very Ihort, I 
Ihall produce *.

EDWARD SOMERSET, 
' MARQUIS OF WORCESTER, 

Appears in a very different light in his pubfic 
chara^er, and in that of author : In the former 
he was an aftive zealot ; in the latter a fantaftic 

projeftor and mechanic in both very credu* 

lous. Though . literary character be the inten- 
tion of this Catalogue, it is impoflible to give any 
idea of this Lord merely from the fole work that 
he has publilhed, it being nothing more than, 
fcarce fo much as, heads of chapters. His poli- 
tical charafter is fo remarkable, that it opens, 
and mak^s even his Whimficalnefs as a writer left 
extraordinary. In flaprt, this was the famous 
Earl of Glamorgan, fo created l?y Charles I. while 
heir-apparent to. the Marquis of Worcefter. He 
. was a bigotted Catholic, but in times when that 
was no difrecommendatioA at court, and when it 
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grew a merit. Being of a nature extremely en- 
terprifingy and a wann royalift, he was difpatch- 
cd into Ireland by the King,— Here hiftory lays 
its finger ; at leaft is interrupted by controverfy* 
The cenfurers of King Charles, charge that 
Prince with fending this Lord to negotiate with 
the Iriih rebel Catholics, and to bring over a 
great body of them for the King's fervice. The 
devotees of Charles would difculpate him, and 
accufe the Lord Glamorgan of forging powers 
from the King for that purpofe. The faft (lands 
thus: The treaty was difcovered^; the Earl was 
imprifoned by the King's fervants in Ireland f , 
was difmiffed by them unpunifhed before the 
King's pleafure was known. The parliament 
complained ; the King difavoVed the Earl ; yet 
wrote to have any fentence againft him fufpend- 
ed, renewed his confidence in him ; nor did the 
Earl ever feem to refent the King's difavowal, 
which, with much good- nature, he imputed to 
the neceffity of his Majefty's affairs. This myfte^ 
rious bufinefs has. been treated at large in a book 
publifhed in 1747; and again, with an appendix, 
in 1756, called " An Inquiry into the (hare which 
** King Charles the Firft had in the tranfadions 

" of the Earl of Glamorgan, &tc." It is there

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itrenuoufly aflerted againft Mr. Carte, that the 
King was privy to the negotiation. Seven years 
clapled without Mr. Carte's reply. Two months 
before he died, he was fuppofed to be the author 
of an advertifement, promifing an anfwer. From 
the treatife juft mentioned, it appears plainly 
that the King was at leaft far from difapproving 
the attempt for his fervice j that the oftener he 
difavowed it, the more faintly he denied it ; and 
that his belt friends cannot but confefs that he 
had deUvered blank warrants or powers to the 
Earl ; and his Majefty's own letters feem to allow 
every latitude which the Earl took, or could take 
in filling them up. Thus Hands the difpute.— * 
I cannot help forming an opinion, which, with-^ 
out reconciUng, will comprehend what maybe 
the ftrongeft fentiments on either fide. With the 
King's enemies, 1 cannot but believe he com^ 
mifiioned the Egrl to fetch Irilb forces.-f-*-— With 
his favourers, I cannot think him fo much to 
blame if he did. It requires very primitive re- 
lignation in a monarch to facrifice his crown and 
his life, when perfecuted by fubje&s of his own 
fed, rather than pr^ferve both by the afliilance 
of others of his fubjedts, who differed from him 
in ceremonials or articles of beUef *. The dread-

dernds for heretics^— In the la£k war, the Emprefs (^een cx^ufe^ hcxfi^ 
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ful Irifh Papifts (and they certainly were horrid 
men) founded very pathetically, in a party rc- 
inonft»ance of the parliament ; but when he was 
dipped in a civil war, can we in this age ferioufly 
impute it to him as a crime, that he endeavoured 
to raife an army wherever he could ? His fault was 
not in propofing to bring over the Irilh, but in 
having made them neceflary to his affairs. Every 
body knew that he wanted to do without them, 
all that he could have done with them. He had 
found the Crown in poffeffion of greater power 
than is fit to be trufted in a fihgleSiand; he had 
exerted it to the utmoft. Could a man, who had 
ftretched every ftring of prerogative, confent, 
with a good grace, to let it be curtailed ?— — I 
argue for the man, not for the particular man. 
I think Charles to be pitied, becaufe few men 
in his fituation WQuld have aded better. I am 
fure, if he had aded with more wifdom, it had 
been worfe for us ! It required a noblenefs of 
foul, and an effort of underftanding united, nei- 
ther of which he piqlTeffed, to prefer the happi- 
nefs of mankind to his own will. He had been 
bred in a palace ; what idea could that give him 
of the wretchednefs of a cottage? Befides, Charles 
did not delire to opprefs the poor ; he wanted to 
humble, perhaps to enflave, fome free fpeakers

in the Houfe of Conunons^ who poffibljr, by the 
bye, he knew were ambitious, intereftod, worth- 
lefs men. He did not knpw, or did not refled, 
that by enflaving or filencing two or three hun- 
dred bad men, he would entail flavery on millions 
of poor honeft men, and on their pofterity- He 
did not confider, that if he might fend a mem- 
ber to the Tower, an hundred of his fubaltern 
minifters would, without his knowledge, fend a 
thoufand poor men to jail. He did not know, 
that, by his becoming king of the parliament, 
his Lords, nay, his very euftomhoufe officers, 
would become the tyrants of the reft of his fub- 
jeds. How feldom does a crifls happen like that " 
under Henry VU. when the infolence of the 
little tyrants, the nobility, is grown to fuch a 
pitch, that it becomes neceflary. for the great 
tyrant, the king, to truft liberty in the hands of 
the Commons, as a balance bjetween him and hia 
Lords I — It is more ferioufly obje6led to Charles, 
that, to obtain their affiftance,. he granted terms 
to his Catholic fubjeds very unfuitable to the 
charafter of a Proteftant martyr king, as he has 
been reprefented. Yet they ar^ his friends who 
give weight to this objeftion : If they would al- 
low what was true, and what appealed clearly 
from his Majefty's ktter, when prince, to Pape 
Gregory XV. that Charles had; been orrginaHy 
not only not averfe tg the Rojpifh religion,. ]?u| 
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had thought the union of the two profeiBons very 
practicable and confiftent» it would ceafe to ap- 
pear extraordinary, that be fliould very readily 
make conceffions to a party whom he beUeved 
his friends, in order to prevent being forced to 
make concefiions to his enemies. With his prin- 
ciples, could Charles avoid thinking that it was 
better to grant great indulgences to Catholic 
biihops, than to be obliged to confent to the de- 
preffiom, or even fuppreffion of Epifcopacy in 
England ? The convocation itfelf perhaps would 
QOt have thought Charles much in the wrong. 
Yet it i$ certain that the King fent orders to the 
Marquis of Orniond, to endeavour to difunite 
the Papifts, and turn their arms on one another, 
rather than grant them more indulgences *. In 
my opinion, a toleration to Papifts is preferable 
to intrigues for making them cut one another's 

throats. ^But, to return to Glamorgan 

The King, with all his afFedion for the Earl, 
in f one or two letters to others, mentions hia 

want of judgment. Perhaps his Majefty was 

glad to truft to his indifcr^tion. With that hia 
I^rdlhip feems greatly fumifhed. We find him? 
taking oatlis upon oaths to the Pope's nuntio, 
with promifes of unlimited obedience both to his 
Holinefs and his delegate ; and J begging five

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hundred pounds of the Irifli clergy, to enable 
him to embark and fetcb fifty thoufand pounds, 
like an alchemift, who demands a trifle of money 
for the fecret of making gold. In another letter 
he promifes two hundred thoufand crowns, ten 
thoufand arms for foot, two thoufand cafes of 
piilols, eight hundred barrels of powder, and 
thirty or forty fhips well provided ! It is certain 
that he and his father wafted an immenfe fum 
in the King's caufe, of all which merits and zeal 
his Majefty was fo fenfible, thai he gave the Earl 
the moft extraordinary patent that perhaps was 
ever granted *, the chief powers of which were 
to make him generalilfimo of three armies, and 
admiral, with nomination of his oncers, to en- 
able him to raife money by felling his Majefty's 
woods, wardfhips, cuftoms, and prerogatives, and 
to create, by blank f patents, to be filled up at 
Glamorgan's pleafure, from the rank of Marquis 
to Baronet, If any thing could juftify the dele- 
gation of fuch authority, befides his Majefty's 
having loft all authority when he conferred it, 
it was the promife with which the King con- 
cluded, of beftowing the Princefs Elizabeth on

fecond commiflion, which yet was more inoredibk than the {onner ; ^PC« 
a»lly if the former M bc«D forged* 
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Grlamorgan's fon. It was time to adopt him into 
his family, when he had into his fovereignty. 
This patent the Marquis, after the Reftoration, 
gave up to the Houfe of Peers. He did not long 
furvive that era, djring in 1667, after he had 
pubUihed the following amazing piece of folly : 
** A century of the names and fcantlings of fuch 
** inventions as at prefent I can call to mind to 
" have tried and perfeded (my former notes be- 
" ing loft), &c." Firft printed in the year 1663, 
and reprinted in 1746. It is a very fmall piece, 
containing a dedication to Charles II. another 
to both Houfes of Parliament, in which he af- 
firms having, in the prefence of Charles I. per- 
formed many of the feats mentioned in his book; 
a table of contents, and the work itfelf, which 
is but a table of contents neither, being a lift of 
an hundred projects, moft of them impoflibilities, 
but all of which he affirms having difcovered the 
art of perfortning. Some of the eafieft feem to 
be, how to write with a fingle line; with a point; 
how to ufe all the fenfes indifferently forN each 
other, as, to talk by colours, and to read by the 
tafte ; to make an unfinkabk fliip ; how to do 
and to prevent the fame thing; how to fail 
againft wind and tide; how to form an uni- 
vearfal charader; how to converfe by jangling 
bells out of tune ; how to take towns, or prevent 
their being taken ; how tQ wrife in the dark ; 
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how to cheat with dice ; and, in Ihbrt, how to 
fly.. Of all thefe wonderful inventions, the laft 
but one feems th? only one of which his Iiocdfhip 
has left the fecret ; and, by two * of the others^ 
it appears, that the renowned Bifhop Wilkins 
was but the Marquis's difciple.-— — ^But perhaps 
too much has been faid on fofantaftic a man. No 
wonder he believed tranfubftantiation, when he 
believed that himfelf could work impofiibilities ! 

As I would by no means fweli this catalogue 
unneceflarily, I Iball, under the article of this 
Marquis of Worcefter, fay a little of his father, 
in whofe name two or three pieces are publifhed, 
and yet without conftituting him an author. 

He f appears to have been a worthy and dif- 
interefted man, living with credit and charader 
at his caftle of Ragland during the peaceable 
part of King Charles's reign, arid defending it 
for him at his^ own expence, till the very conclu- 
sion of the war, it being the laft garrifon that 
furrendered, The Marquis, the richeft pf the peers, 
fpent his fortune in the caufe, and died a pri- 
foner foon after the demolition of his caftle, the 
articles of the capitulation having been violated. 
One Dr. Thomes Bayly, fqn of the author of the 
Praftice of Piety, had found his Lordfhip in the 
Welfli mountains, had given him ferviceable ifi^

fbrmation of the approach of the enemy, and 
haying been witnefs to fome converfations on re- 
ligion between the King, who was twice ihelter^ 
ed at Ragland, and the Maf^iiis^ who had early 
embraced the Catholic religion, Dr. Bajly, as 
preparatory to his own fubfequent change, pub- 
blij[hed, in the year 1649, a book called—** Certa- 
" men Religiofum *; or, A Conference between 
" King Charles the Firft, and Henry late Mar- 
•* quis of Worcefter, concerning religion, in Rag^ 
" land-caftle, 1646." This piece gave great of* 
fence, and was anfwered by Hamond L'Eftrange, 
by Criftopher Cartwright of York, and by an ad- 
▼ertifement of Br. HeyUn, the ^editor of King 
Charles's works, wherein they aflerted that the 
conference was the fidtion of Bayly, and had 
nothing refembling his Majefty*s ftyle. Bayly 
returned abufe on Heylin in another book, called 
** HerbsB Parietis;'* and to afcertain the capacity 
of the Marquis for fuch a controverfy, which 
had been called in queftion, he publifhed— ** TI\c 
" Golden f Apothegms of King Charles the Firft, 
** and Henry Marquis of Worcefter, ftu:." Lond. 
1660, one iheet in 4to. In another place :{:, 
Wood caUs this little piece—** Worcefter's Apo- 
** thegms ; or, Witty Sayingsof the Right Honour-

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« able Henry, late Marquis and Earl of Worcef- 
" ter, &c." In both places Wood fays this was 
borrowed from the work of an anonymous author 
called — " Witty A^thegms deUvered at feveral 
** times, and upon feveral occafions, by King 
" James the Firft, King Charles the Firft, the 
" Marquis of Worcefter, Francis Lord Bacon, and 
** Sir Thomas More/' Lond. 1658, 8vo, 

I fuppofe the date 1650 of the fecond title is 
a miftake for 1660, becaufe a book printed in 
1650 could not be borrowed from one publifhed 
in the year 1658. What wit there was in King 
James's bon-mots, we pretty well know : Having 
never feen the colledion in queftion, I can only 
judge of the Marquis's wit from a faying record- 
ed by Antony Wood. His Lordihip being made 
prifoner, was committed to the cuftody of the 
Black-rod, who then lived in Covent-garden : 
The noble Marquis, fays his hiftoriographer ♦, 
demanded of Dr. Bayly and others in his com- 
pany. What they thought of fortune-tellers ? It 
was anfwered, That fome of them fpoke fhrewd- 
ly. Whereupon the Marquis faid, " It was told 
" me by fome of them, before ever I was a Ca- 
•* tholic, that I fliould die in a convent ; but I 
*^ never believed them before now ; yet. I hope 
••"they will not bury me in a garden !*'— I am 
not e^ger to fee more proofs of his capacity !

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GEORG£ MONCKE, 
DUKE OF ALBERMARLE.

This memorable man, who raifed himfelf by 
his perfonal merit within reach of a crown, which 
he had the prudence or the virtue to wave, whofe 
being able to place it on the head of the heir is 
imputed to aftonifhing art or fecrecy, when in 
reality he only furnifhed a hand to the heart of 
a nation ; and who, after the greateft fervices that 
a fubjed could perform, either wanted the fenfe^ 
Or had the fenfe to.diftinguifh himfelf no farther; 
(for perhaps he was Angularly fortunate in al- 
ways embracing the moment of propriety.) This 
man was an author ; a light in which he is by 
no means known, and yet in which he did not 
want merit. After his death, was publilhed by 
authority, a treatife in his own profeffion, which 
he cpmpofed while a prifoner in the Tower : It is 
called, — '' Obfervations upon Military and Poll- 
" tical affairs, written by the moft honourable 
•* George Duke of Albermarle, &c." A fmall 
folio, Lond. 1671. Befides a dedication to Charles 
the Second, figned John Heath, the editor; it 
contains thirty chapters of martial rules, inter- 
fperfed with poUtical obfervations, and is in reali- 
ty a kind of military grammar. Of the fcience 
I am no judge : the remMks are ihort, fenfible. 
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and pointed.' Armour was not yet in difufel

reafon for the ufe of pikes, prefetable to fwords : 
*• That if you arm your men with the latter^

•• will, on the firft march, be broken with cut* 
** ting boughs f ."

EARL OF DERBY, 

A Peer of whom extremely little is known. His 
father loft his head, and he his liberty, for Charles"^!!. 
The grateful King rewarded the fon with the 
Lord Lieutenancies of two counties. He has 
written a piece of controverfy, the title of which 
is, — ^^ The P^oteftant religion is a fure fouhda- 
** tion of a true Chriftian and a good fubjeft, a 
** great friend to humdn fociety, and a grand 
" promoter of all virtues, both Ghriftian and 
" moral. By Charles Eari of Derby, Lord of 
•* Man and the Ifles." Lond. 1671, the fecond 
edition; a very thin quarto. 

This piece contains a dedication " To all Su- 
" pteme Powers, by what titles foever dignified 
** or diftihguifhed, i. e. to Emperors, Kings, Sb- 
" vereigns, Pririceis, Republics, &c.*^ An epiftle 
td the reader ; another longer on the fecond edi- 
tion ; and the work itfelf, which is a Dialogue 
between Orthodox, a royalift, and Cacodaemon, 
one popiflily affefted. His Lordlhip is warm a- 
gainft the church of Rome, their Cafuifts, and 
Jcfuifts; and feems well read in the fathers and. 
in polemic divinity, from both which his ftyle 
has adopted much acrimony. He died in 1672. 
His father, as has been faid, was the brave Jdxncs

EDWARD MONTAGU, 

£arl of sandwich, 

A WELL known charader in our hiftory, and 
one of the moft beautiful in any hiftory. He 
fhone from the age of nineteen, and united the 
qualifications of General, Admiral, and Statef- 
man. All parties, at a time when there was no- 
thing but parties, have agreed, that his virtues 
were equal to his valour and abilities* His few 
blemifhes are not mentioned here, but as a proc^ 
that this eulogium is not a phantom of the imagi- 
nation. His advifing the Dutch war was a fa- 
tal error to himfelf, and might have been fo to 
his country and to the liberty of Europe. His 
perfuading Cromwell to taka the Crown was an 
unaccountable infatuation, efpecially as his Lord- 
fhip was fo zealous afterwards for the Reftoration. 
It feems he had a fond and inexplicable paiSon 
for royalty, though he had early aded againft 
Charles I. The Earl admired Cromwell; yet could 
he imagine that in any hght a diadem would raife 
the Protedor's character ? Or how could a mau, 
who thought Cromwell deferved a crown, think 
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that Charles 11. deferved one ? If his Lordfliip 
fuppofed Englifh minds fo framed to monarchy 
that they muft recoil to it, wis Cromwell a man 
to be tender of a conftitution, which Charles I. 
had handled too roughly * ? The EarPs zeal for 
reftoring Charles II. could not flow from any 
principle of hereditary right j for he had contri^ 
bated to dethrone the father, and had oflfered 
the fon's crown to the ufurper. Lord Sandwich 
was facrificed by another man having as weak k 
partiality for royal blood : His Vice- Admiral, Sir 
Jofeph Jordan, thought the Duke of York*s life 
better worth preferving, and abandoned the Earl 
to the Dutch fire-lhips ! ' 

tt is remarkable that Admiral Montagu was 
the laft Commoner who was honoured with the 
Garter, except one man, to whofe virtues and 
merit may fome impartial pen do as much juf- 
tice, as I have fatisfadion in rendering to this 
great perfon ! 

* it is often urged with grestt einphalis, that -when a nation has been 
accuftomed for ages to fome particular form of government, it will (though 
that form of goYernmem may be changed for a time) always reveft to it.

Grandson of the Marquis mentioned above, 
an imitator of the Earl of Monmouth, whom I 
may call The Translator ; like the preceding 
Lord, a prodigious fuflferer for the royal caufe, 
and not more bountifully rewarded. Indeed one 
does not know how to betieve what our hiftories 
record, that his houfe at Baling, which he de< 
fended for two years together, and which the 
Parliamentarians burned in revenge, contained 
money, jewels, and furniture, to the value of two 
hundred thoufand pounds. Of what was com- 
pofed the bed valued at fourteen thoufand pounds? 
In every window the Marquis wrote with a dia- 
mond, aiittez LoyautS. His epitaph was the com- 
pofition of Dryden.

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WILLIAM CAVENDISH, 
DUKE OF NEWCASTLE, 

A MAN extremely known from the courfe of 
life into which he was forced, and who would 
foon have been forgotten in the walk of fame 
which he chofe for himfelf. Yet as an author he 
is familiar to thofe. who fcarce know any other 
author — from his bookx)f horfemanfhip. Though 
*' amorous in poetry and mufic," as my Lord 
Clarendon feys*, he was fitter to break Pega- 
fus for a manage, than to mount him on the 
fteeds of Parnaffus. Of all the riders of that 
fteed, perhaps there hare not been a more fan- 
taftic couple than his Grace and his faithful 
Duchefs, who was never off her pillion. One of 
the noble hiftorian's fineft portraits is of this 
Duke ; the Duchds has left another, more dif- 
fufe indeed, but n6t lefs entertaining. It is c- 
qually amufing to hear her Ibmetimes compare 
her Lord to Julius Caefar, and oftener to acquaint 
you with fuch anecdotes, as in what fort of coach 
he went to Amfterdam. The touches on her 
own charadler are inimitable : She fays f , " That 
*^ it pleafed God to command his fervant Nature 
" to indue her with a poetical and philofophical

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** genius even from her birth ; for (he did write 
" feme books even in that kind before flie was 
" twelve years of age." But though fhe had 
written philofophy, it feems fhe had read none ; 
for, at near forty, flie informs us, that Ihe applied 
to the reading of philofophic authors, " in or- 
** der to learn the terms of art *.'* But what 
gives one the bell idea of her unbounded paf&on 
for foribbling, was her feldom revifing the copies 
of her works, " left it fhould difturb her fol- 
" lowing conceptions." What a pidure of fool- 
ifh nobility was this ftately poetic couple, retired 
to their own little domain, and intoxicating one 
another with circumftantial flattery on what was 
of confequence to no mortal but themfelves^! In 
that repofitory of curious portraits at Welbeck 
is a whole length of the Duchefs, in a theatric 
habit, which tradition fays Ihe generally wore. 
Befides Lord Clarendon's defcription, and his 
own Duchefs*s life of this nobleman, there is a 
full account of him in the Biographia Britanni- 
ca f , where the ample encomiums would endure 
fome abatement. He feems to have been a man 
in whofe charadler ridicule would find more ma- 
terials than fatire.

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EDWARD HYDE, 
EARL OF CLARENDON, 

For his comprehenfive knowledge of man- 
Icind, ftyled * The Chancellor of Human Na- 
ture. His charafter, at this diftance of time, 
may, ought to be impartially confidered* His 
defigning or blinded cotcmporaries heaped the 
mod unjull abufe upon him : The fabfequent 
age, wh^n the partizans of prerogative were at 
leaft the loudeft, if not the moft numetous, fmit 
with a work that deified their martyr, have been 
unbounded in their encomiums, We fhall fteer 
a middle courfe, and feparate his great virtues, 
which have not been the foundatioa of his fame, 
from his faults as an hiftorian, the real fources of 
it. 

Of all modem virtues, patriotifm has flood the 
t^ft the worft. The gre^at Stafford, with the elo- 
quence of TuUy, and the heroifm of Epaminondas, 
had none of the fteadinefs of the latter. Hamp- 
den, lefs ftained, cannot but be fufpcfted of cover- 
ing ambitious thoughts with the mantle of popular 
virtue. — In the partition of employments on a 
treaty with the King, his contenting himfelf with 
afking the poll of governor to the prince, feems to

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me to have had at leaft as deep a tinfture of felf-in- 
tereftednefs as my Lord Stafford had, who ftrode 
at once from demagogue to prime minifter. Sir 
Edward Hyde, who oppofed an arbitrary court, 
and embraced the party of an aflBided one, mull 
be allowed to have adled confcientioufly. A bet- 
ter proof was his behaviour on the Reftoration, 
when the torrent of ah infatuated nation entreat 
the King aqd his minifter to be abfolute. Had. 
Clarendon fought nothing but power, his power 
had never ceafed. A corrupted court, and a 
blinded populace, were lefs the caufes of the 
Chancellor's fall, than an ungrateful King, who 
could not pardon his Lordfliip*s having refufed 
t9 accept for him the flavery of his country. In 
this light my Lord Clarendon was more The 
Chancellor of Human Nature, than from his 
knowledge of it. Like juftice itfelf, he held the 
balance between the neceflary power of the fu^ 
preme magiftrate and the interefts of the peo- 
ple. This never-dying obligation his cotempo- 
raries were taught to overlook, and to clamour 
againft, till they removed the only man, who, if 
lie could, would have corrected his matter's evil 
government. One reads with indignation that 
buffooneries too low and infipid for Bartholomew- 
fair, were pradifed in a court called Polite, tq , 
make a filly man of wit laugh himfelf into dif- 
gracing the only honeft minifter he had. Buc^<«

ingham, Shaftfbury, Lauderdale, Arlington, an4 
fuch abominable men, were the exchange which 
the nation made for my Lord Clarendon I It 
^ould not be forgot that Sir Edward Seymour 
iCarried up the charge againft him, and that the 
Earl of Briftol had before attempted his ruin, by 
^ccufing him of b^eing at once an enemy and a 
friend to the Papifts. His fon-in-law * did not 
think him the latter, or he would have interpofed 
more warmly in his behalf. 

Thefe^I have mentioned, and almoft every vir- 
tue of a miniiler, make his character venerable. 
As an hiftorian he feems more exceptionable* 
His majefty and eloquence, his power qf paint- 
ing charafters, his knowledge of his fubjedl, rank 
him in the firft clafs of writers — ^yet he has both 
great and little faults. Of the latter, his ftories 
of ghofts and omens are not to be defended, by 
fuppofing he did not believe them himfelf ; 
There can be no other reafon for inferting them^ 
nor is there any medium between believing and 
laughing at them. Perhaps even his favourite 
f harader of Lord Falkland takes' too confider- 
Sbk a Ihare m^ the hiftory. One loves indeec} 
the heart that believed, till he made his friend 
the hero of his epic. His capital fault is, his 
jifhole work being a laboured juftification of ^ittg 
Charles, No man ever delivered fo much truth 

" • The Duke of York. 
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with fo little fincerity. If he relates faults, fome 
palliating epithet always Aides in; and he has the 
art of breaking his darkeft (hades with gleams of 
light that take off all impreflSon of horror. — Oile 
may pronounce on my Lord Clarendon, in his 
double capacity of ftatefman and hiftorian, that 
he adted for liberty, but wrote for prerogative.

GEORGfc DIGBY, 
EARL OF BRISTOL, 

A SINGULAR perfon, whofe life was one con^ 
tradidion. He wrote againft Popery, and era- 
braced it ; he was a zealous oppofer of the court, 
and a facrifice for it; was confcientioufly con- 
verted in the midft of his profecution of Lord 
Strafford, and was moft unconfcientioufly a pro- 
fecutor of Lord Clarendon. With great parts, 
he always hurt himfelf and his friends ; with ro- 
mantic bravery, he was always an unfuccefsful 
commander. He fpoke for the Teft-ad, though

A CHARACTER vdry unlike the Earl of BriftoPs j 
the one embraced a party with levity, and pur- 
fued it with paflion ; the other took his part on 
reflexion, and yet could wave it, though his 
paffions were concerned. The courage of Digby 
blazed by dhoic6 j that of Holies f burned by 
neceffity; Through their life, the former adled 
from the impulfe of great parts ; the latter of 
common fenfe ; and in both, the event was what 
in thofe cafes it generally is ; Digby was unfor- 
tunate, and admired j Holies was fuccefsful, and 
lefs renowned. 

On a ftrid difquifition into the condud of the 
latter, he feems to have been a patriot both by

underftood the ftate of his country, and iti rcla« 
tions with Europe, its dangers from royal power, 
from ufurpation, from anarchy, from Popery^ 
from the increafe of the French empire. On 
every crifis I have mentioned, he adled an honeft 
and uniform part. He early oppofed the enor« 
mous exertion of the prerogative by Charles I. 
and his minifters, carrying up the impeachment 
againft Laud, fuffering a fevere imprifonment for 
his free fpirit, and being marked by the King in 
that wild attempt of accufing the five members^ 
Yet he feems to have been one of the firft alarm* 
ed at the defigns of thofe who propofed to chaftife» 
as well as to corred j and who me^ned ta retain 
the power, as well as the office of punifhment* 
At the treaty at Oxford, where he was one of 
the commiffioners from the parliament, he ven- 
tured, in hopes of healing the diitraftions, to ad- 
vife the King what to anfwer ; an employment 
that claihed a little with his truft, and in which 
his fagacity did not fliine j for though the King 
followed his advice, it had no efied. However^ 
the intention feemed upright ; and his fo eafily 
forgetting the perfonal injuries he had received, 
refleds great honour to his memory* He reflifed 
to ad; in the profecution againft Lord StraflTord^ 
who was his brother-in-law, and againft the bi« 
Ihops; yet he was efteemed the head of the Pref- 
byterian party ; and, in the iile of Wight, ad- 
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Vifed his Majefty to give up Epifcopacy. The 
defe£ts of his charafter feem to have been, that 
his principles were P ariftocratic (demonftrated 
by all experience to be the moft tyrannous fpe- 
cies of government, and never imbibed but by 
proud and felf-intereftad men), that his oppofi- 
tion to the army was tod much founded on d 
perfonal enniity. to Cromwell ; and that he fat 
on the trials of the regicides, who, at worft, but 
chaftifed the faults which his Lordfhip had point- 
ed out* Lord Holies aded zealoufly for the Re- 
ftoration; and, while the dawn of the King's 
reign was unclouded, accepted employments and 
embaifies from the Crown, confiftent with his ho- 
nour and duty to his country. As foon as the 
Catholic rudder was uncovered, he again revert- 
ed to patriot oppofition. When Sir WiUiam 
Templets privy-council was eftablilhed, Lord 
Holies, though eighty-two, yet never thinking 
himfelf paft ferving his country, accepted a place 
in it; but died foon aften 

While he was an exile in France, he wrote — 
•* Memoirs of Denzil Lord Holies, Baron of Is-

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DUDLEY, 
LORD NORTH, 

Son of the LotcI North before mentioned, Mras[ 
fnade a ELnight of the Bath in i6x6, at the cre« 
ation of Charles Prince of Wales, and lat in many 
parliaments, till fecluded by the prevailing p4rty 
in that which condemned the King. From that 
period. Lord North lived privately in the coun- 
try ; and, as the biographer * of the family in- 
forms us, towards the latter end of his life, en- 
tertained himfelf with juftice-bufinefs, books, and 
(as a very numerous iffue required) economy^ on 
which fubjed, befides the enfuing pieces, he wrote 
a little trad, called — " Obfervations and advices 
** economical," i2mo.—" Paflages relating to the 
** long Parliament," with an apologetic, or rather 
recantation preface. He had, it feems, at firft 
been adive againft the King,—" Hiftory of the Life 
f* of the Lord Edward North, the firft baron of 
f* the family," addreffed to his eldeft fon. Writ- 
ten fenfibly and in a very good ftyle, yet in vain 
attempting to give a favourable impreffion of his 
^nceftor, yrho appears to have been a very time- 
ferving perfon. Though chancellor of the aug- 
mentation-office on the fuppreffion of convents,

AND

If this Lord, who led a very martial life, had 
not taken the pains to record his own anions, 
(which however he has done with great franknefs 
and ingenuity), we fliould know little of his ftory, 
our hiftorians fcarce mentioning him ; and even 
our writers of anecdotes, as Burnet, or of tales 
and circumflances, as Roger North, not giving 
any account of a court-quarrel occafioned by his 
Lordihip's memoirs. Antony Wood alone has 
prefervcd this event, but has not made it intelli- 
glble. The Earl was a Catholic, far from a bi- 
gotted one, having ftiffly oppofed the Pope's nun- 
tio in Ireland f , and treating the Monks with 
very little ceremony when he found them dabbling

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in fedition *. He hinifelf had been a command* * 
er in the Irilh rebellion for the confederate Ca- 
tholics, but afterwards piade all the amends he 
could to the King's caufe, ferving under the Mar- 
quifes of Ormond and Clanrickarde. A little 
before the ruin of the latter, Lord Caftleh^ven 
was difpatched by . him to the young Bang at 
Paris, whofe fervice, when he found defperate, 
he engaged with the great Prince of Conde then 
in rebellion ; attended that hero in mpft of his 
celebrated adions ; returned to England on the 
Reftoration ; entered into the Spanifli fervice in 
Flanders ; was witnefs to the unfuccefsful dawn 
of King William's glory j and died in 1684- He 
wrote — " The Earl of Caftlehaven's review, or 
^* his memoirs of his engagement and carriage in 
" the Irifh wars." Enlarged and correded, with an 
appendix and poftfcript, Lond. 1684. This I 
fuppofe was the fecond edition. The Earl had 
been much cenfured for his ftiare in the Irifli re- 
belUon, and wrote thofe memoirs tp explain his 
condu6l rather than to excufe it ; for he freely 
confeffes his faults, and imputes them to provo- 
cations from the government of that kingdom, 
to whofe rafhnefs and cruelty, conjointly" with 
the votes and refolutions of the Enghfli parlia- 
ment, he afcribes the maflacre. There are no 
dates, like method, and lefs ftyle in thefe me-

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moirs ; defeds atoned in fome meafure by a mar- 
tial honefty. Soon after their publication, the 
Earl of Anglefey, Lord Privy Seal, wrote to afk 
a copy. Lord Caftlehaven fent him one, but de- 
nying the work as his. Anglefey, who had been 
a Commiffioner in Ireland for . the Parliament, 
thinking himfelf aiFedled by this narrative, pub- 
lifhed Caftlehaven's letter, with obfervations and 
yefle<9:ions very abufive on the Duke of Ormond, 
which occafioned, firft a printed controverfy, and 
then a trial before the privy council : the event 
of which was, that Anglefey's firft letter was voted 
a fcandalous Ubel, and himfelf removed from the 
cuftody of the privy feal ; and that the Earl of 
Caftlehaven's memoirs, on which he was feveral 
times examined, and which he owned were de- 
clared a fcandalous libel on the government ; a 
cenfure that feems very little founded : There is 
not a word that can authorife that fentence from 
the council of Charles II. but the imputation on 
the Lords Juftices of Charles I. for I fuppofe the 
privy council did not pique themfelves on vindi^ 
eating the honour of the RepubUcan Parhament ! 
Bilhop Morely wrote " a true account of the whole 
" proceedings betwixt James Dul^e of Ormond, 
" and Arthur Earl of Anglefey *." Folio. More 
of this affair will be found in the article of Ang- 
Jefey.

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HENRY PIERPOINT, 
MARQUIS OF DORCHESER, 

Appeared but little in the charader of aa 
author, though he feetns to have had as great 
foundation for being fo, as any on the lift. He * 
ftudied ten or twelve hours a-day for many years : 
was admitted a Bencher of Gray's-Inn for his 
knowledge of the law, and Fellow of the College 
of Phyilcians for his proficience in medicine and 
anatomy. 

He publifhed — ^^ A fpeech, fpoken in the Houfe 
** of Lords concerning the right of Bifhops to fit 
*• in Parliament, May 21. 1641." — '' Another 
•* concerning the lawfulnefs and conveniency of 
•* their intermeddling in temporal affairs. May 24.

JOHN WILMOT, 
EARL OF ROCHESTER, 

A MAN whom the mufes were fond to infpire, 
and afliamed to avow, and who p^raftifed, without • 
the leaft referve, that feqret which can make 
verfes more read for their defeats than for their 
merits : The art is neither commendable nor dif- 
ficult. Moralifls proclaim loudly that there is 
no wit in indecency. It is very true. Inde- 
cency is far from conferring wit ; but it does 
not deftroy it neither. Lord Rochefter's poems 
have much more obfcenity than wit, more wit 
than poetry, more poetry than politenefs. One is 
amazed at hearing the age of Charles^ II. called 
polite. Becaufe the Preftyterians and Religi« 
onifts had affeded to call every thing by a Scrip* 
ture name, the new court affeded to call every 
thing by its own name. That court had no pre^ 
tenfions to politenefs, but by its refemblance to \ 

another age, which called its own groffnefs po- i 

Ute, the age of Ariftophanes, Would a Scythian 
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have been civilized by the Athenian ftage, or « 
Hottentot by the drawing-room of Charles II. ? 
The charadlers and anecdotes being forgot, the 
ftate-poems of that time are a heap of fenfelefs 
ribaldry, fcarcely- ill rhime, and more feldom in 
metre. When Satyrs were brought to court, no 
wonder the Graces would not trufl themfelves 
there. 

The writings of this noble and beautiful 
Count, as Antony Wood * calls him, for his 
Lordfhip's vices were among the fruits of the 
Reftoration, and confequently not unlovely in 
that biographer's eyes, in the order they were 
publifhed, at lead as they are ranged by that au- 
thor, were — " A Satire againft Mankind," print- 
ed in one fheet in folio, June 1679. It is more 
than an imitation of Boileau. One Griffith a 
miniiler wrote againft it. We are told that An- 
drew Marvel ufed to fay, " That Rochefter was 
" the only man in England that had the true 
** vein of fatire," A very wrong judgment : In- 
delicacy does not fpoil flattery more than it does 
fatire. — " On Nothing, a poem." Printed on

As Lord Rochefter was immerfed only in the 
vices of that reign, his was an innocent charader 
compared to thofe who were plunged in its 
crimes. A great weight of the latter fell to the 
Ihare of the Lord in queftion, who had canted ty-

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ranny under Cromwell, pradifed it under Charles 
II. and who had difgraced the caufe of liberty, 
by being the bufieft inftrument for it, when every 
other party had rejeded him. It was the weak- 
eft vanity in him to brag that Cromwell wouM 
have made him King : The beft he could hope 
for was not to be believed j if true, it only prov- 
ed that Cromwell took him for a fool. That he 
ihould have adled in the trials of the regicidesr 
was but agreeable to his charader— or to his 
want of it ! Let us haften to his works : He was 
'rather a copious writer for fadion, than an au- 
thor; for in no light can one imagine that he 
wiihed to be remembered.

EARL OF NOTTINGHAM. 

Few families have produced fo many confi- 
derable men as the Houfe of Finch has in late 
reigns ; men who have owed their preferments 
to themfelves, not to favour. The Lord in que- 
ftion rofe, through the great fleps of the lawi 
from Solicitor to Attorney General, to Lord 
Keeper, to Lord Chancellor, to an Earldom; 
Though employed in the moft difficult part of 
the reign of Charles H. his charadler remained 
untainted. Antony Wood reprefents him as a 
great temporizer. - He certainly neither offended 
the court nor the patriots. ' Had he Ihown great 
partiality to the latter, there is no doubt but the 
King would have difmiffed him, being by no 
means fo dangerous a man as his predeceflbr 
Shaftfbury. That his complaifance for the pre- 
rogative was not unbounded, was manifeft by the 
■ - 
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%mg being obliged to fet the feal himfelf to the 
Earl of Danby's pardon. The truth is, the Earl 
of Nottingham was neither violent nor timid. 
When he pronounced fentence on the Lord Vif- 
count Staflford, he did not fcruple to fay, " Who 
" can doubt now that London was burned by 
** the Papifts ?" Burnet calls this declaration in- 
decent : If it was fo to the unhappy convid, it 
was certainly no flattery to the predominant fac* 
tion at court. This fpeech was reckoned the 
^ mafterpiece of his eloquence ; and his eloquence 
was much celebrated. Burnet fays * it was af-< 
fecfted, laboured, and too conftant on all occa- 
fions ; and that his Lordfliip lived to find it much 
defpifed.

vineyard. He was made a Baion, an Earl, Trea« 
furer of the Navy, Commiffiooer for refettling 
Ireland, Lord Privy Seal, and might, we are 
toldf, have been Prim^ IVlinifter, if he had 
not declined it to avoid envy. As he declined 
no other power under no kind of government,

the Duke of Ormond was perfuaded to exhibit « 
charge againft the £arl, which wa;s made the 
pretence for removing him ; but -for this fecrdt 
hiftory no authority is quoted. The Duke*« let- 
ter, taxing the Earl with breach <^ friendflup. 
Is preferved *, is written with great fpirit, and 
iias this remarkable period : " I was not willing 
•* to believe that book to be of your Lordfhip's 
** compofing, and hoped fomc of the fuboined 
** libellers of the age had endeavoured to imitate

EarPs ajifwer, though inferior, does not want 
firmnefs. He pafflfed the reft of his time in re- 
tirement, and died juft as fome thought he would 
have been appointed Lord Chancellor to James IL 
in 1686 : A fuppofitioiii moft improbable. I do 
not think fo ill of this Lord as to believe he could 
fopplant Jefferies, who was then in pofleffion of 
the feals, and who, without derogation from the 
fiibfcrvience of any judge that ever was, excel- 
led in moulding the law to the purpofes of a 
court.

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Of this Lord we have three cbaradera hf 
very difFerent bands. Antony Wood, the high 
church fatirift, reprefents him as an artful time 
ferver ; by principle a Calvinift, by policy a fa- 
vourer of the Papifts. Bifhop Burnet, as un- 
gentle on the other fide, paints him as a tediout 
and ungraceful orator, as a grave abandoned, and 
corrupt man, whom no party would truft. The 
benign author of the Biographia Britannica (a 
work which, notwithftanding its lingular merit, 
I cannot help calling Vindicatio Britannica, or a 
defence of every * body) humanely applies his 
foftening pencil, is fuccefsful in blotting out fomc 
-(• fpots, and attempts to varnifh every one. Wood 
had feverely animadverted on the Earl's fitting 
in judgment on the regicides. The Biogra- 
pher extols it as an adl of the greateft loyalty 
and honour. But undet favour it not only ap- 
pears a fervile complaifance, but glaring injuilice. 
The Earl had gone moft lengths with thofe men ; 
jji Ihort, had aded with them in open rebellion 
to his fovereign. The putting to death that fo- 
vereign, could by no means be the guilty part 
of their oppofition. If a king deferves to be 
oppofed by force of arms, he deferves death : If 
he reduces his fubjedls to that extremity, the

That his Lordfhip failed with the times, re- 
mains notorious. Thofe principles muft be of an 
* accommodating temper, which could fuffer the 
fame man to be Prefident of a republican coun*- 
cil of ftate, and recommend him for Chancellor 
to an arbitrary and popifh king. Once when 
the Earl of Eflex charged him in the Houfe of 
Lords with being prayed for \^y the Papifts, An- 
glefey faid, " He believed it was not fo ; but if 
." Jews in their fynagogues, or Turks in their 
** mofques, would pray for him unaiked, he 
" Ihould be glad to be the better for their de- 
" votion." Had he really been nominated to the 
iChancellorfhip by James H. probably he would 
-have pleaded, That it was not of his feeking, 
but owing to the prayers of the Catholics, and 
he was glad to be the better for them. 
; In anfwer to the Bifliop's accufation of no 
party trufting him, the Biographer pleads that 
his Lordfhip enjoyed for two and twenty years 
the confidence of Charles II. The* fad f does 
•not appear to be true ; and were it true, would 
be no juftification. It is well known what qua- 
lifications could recommend a man to the confi-

. When this extraordinary man, with the figure 
and genius of Alcibiades, could equally charm the 
Prelbyterian Fairfax, and the diflblute Charles; 
when he alike ridiculed that witty King and his 
folemn Chancellor ; when he plotted the ruin of 
his country with a cabal of bad minifters, or, 
equally unprincipled, fupported its caufe with 
bad patriots ; on6 laments that fuch parts fhould 
have been devoid of every virtue. But when 
Alcibiades turns chemift, when he is a real bub- 
ble, and a vifionary mifer; when ambition is but 
k frolic ; when the worft defigns are for the fool- 
ifheft ends j contempt extinguifhes all reflexions 
on his charader. 

The portrait of this Duke has been drawn by 
four mafterly hands : Burnet has hewn it out 
with his rough chiffel ; Count Hamilton * touch- 
ed it with that flight delicacy that finiflies, while 
it feems but to flcetch; Dryden f catched the 
living likenefs ; Pope J completed the hiftorical 
refemblance. Yet the abilities of this Lord ap- 
pear in no inftance more amazing, than that be*

HENEAGE FINCH, 
EAB^L OF WINCHELSEA, 

First coufin of the Chancellor Nottingham, 
made a figure at the fame period. He was inti- 
mate with Moncke, and concerned in the Rct 
ftoration; foon after which he was fent emhaffa- 
dor to Mahomet IV. Moncke had given the 
Earl the government of Dover Caftle, which was 
continued to him; and when King James was 
Hopped at Feverfham, he fent for the Earl of 
Winchelfea, who prevailed on the King to return 
to London. The Earl voted for giving the crown 
to King William, by whom he was continued 
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Lord Lieutenant of Kent. He died foon after, in 
1689. On his return from Conftantinople, vifit- 
ing Sicily, he was witnefs to a terrible convul- 
fion of Mount JEtna, an account of which he fent 
to the King, and which was foon after publilhed 
by authority, in a very thin quarto, with this title, 
— " A true and exad relation of the late pro- 
** digious earthquake, and eruption of Mount 
" ^tna, or Monte Gibello, &c. together with a 
*• more particular narrative of the fame, as it is 
" coUeded out of feveral relations fent from Ca- 
♦* tania, 1669. With a view of the mountain and 
♦♦ conflagration." 

GEORGE SAVILLE, 
MARQUIS OF HALIFAX, 

A MAN more remarkable for his wit thjan his 
fteadinefs, and whom an ingenious modern * hif- 
torian has ered:ed into a principal charader in 
the reign of Charles 11. But when old hiftories 
are rewritten, it is neceflary to fet perfons and 
fads in new lights from what they were feen by 
cotemporaries f . Voltaire, fpeaking of Dupleix,

♦* cal applications and occafional meditations upon 
" feveral fubjeds. Written by a perfon of honour, 
" 1670." a fmall i2mo. 

This uncommon little book came out of the 
library of John Vaughan Earl of Carberry, who

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had written in the title page the name of the 
author : It was purchafed by Mr. Whifton, to 
whom I am obliged for it, and who was aflured 
by one of the family, that it was certainly Lord 
Berkeley's, of which the piece itfelf contains 
fome flight collateral proofs.

It is by no means neceffary to fay any thing 
of this Lord. He appears in every page of the 
reign of Charles IL Burnet * treats him fevere- 
ly ; the peerage vindicates him by a dedication 
of Dryden, which one muft allow is authority to 
fuch a book ; for nothing can exceed the flattery 
of a genealogift, but that of a dedicator. If the 
Earl of Danby was far inferior in integrity to

It is remarkable how many of the faireft names 
in our ftory have contributed to grace our me- 
moirs of literature. The Lord in queftion was 
an author, and, like his father, an adive in- 
ftrument in a revolution of government. Lord 
Henry, who was thrice imprifoned for his noble 
love of liberty, and who narrowly efcaped the 
fury of James and Jefferies, lived to be commit- 
fioned by the Prince of Orange to order that 
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King to remove from Whitehall; ameflage which 
he delivered with a generous decency. He was 
foon difmiffed by King William, to gratify the 
Tories, and died in the forty-fecond year of his 
age, having written a vindication of his dear friend, 
under this title, — '' The late Lord Ruffell's cafe, 
" with obfervations upon it." — ^'* Speech of the 
" Honourable Henry Booth at Chefter, on his 
" being eleded Knight of the Ihire for that coun- 
" ty, March 1680-1 ■*•"—" Another Speech," 
which feems to have been addreffed to his coun- 
ty, to perfuade them to join the Prince of Orangef. 
— '*^ Charges to the Grand Jury in 1691, 92, and 
" 93." — '' The works of the Right Honourable 
" Henry late Lord Delamer and Earl of Warrinjj-

If one turns to the authors of the laft age for 
the charadter of this Lord, one meets with no- 
thing but encomiums on his wit and good nature. 
He was the fineft gentleman in the voluptuous 
Court of Charles IL and in the gloomy <mc of 
King William : He had as much wit as his firft 
mafter, or his cotemporaries Buckingham and 
Rochefter, without the royal want of feeling, the 
Duke's want of principles, or the Earls want of 
thought. The latter faid with aftonifliment, 
** That he did not know how it was, but Lord Dor- 
" fet might do any thiAg, and yet was never to 

** blame." It was not that he was free frocji 

the failings of humanity, but he had the tender- 
nefs of it too, which made every body excufe 
whom every body loved, for even the afperity of 
his verfes feems to have been forgiven to 

The beft good man with the worft natur^d mufe.

" Coquet.'' 

His Lordihip and Waller are faid to have af- 
iifted Mrs. Catharine Philips in her tranflationof 
Corneille's Pompey.

LORD HAVERSHAM- 

This Lord, whom Burnet often mentions cur- 
forily, but without thinking him ofconfequence 
enough to draw his charader, is little known* 
Being of a republican family, which recommend- 
ed him *, fays the author of his life, to the Earl 
of Anglefey, the ^patron of the diffenters, he 
married the daughter of that Earl, who recom- 
mended him to the good graces of Charles II. 
The King made him a Baronet, and offered him 
the Treafurerfhip of the Chambers, which he de- 
clined ; his principles being as yet of a more 
ftubborn temper than thofe of his father-in-law. 
The young Baronet was adive againft the mea- 
fures of the Coint during the Popiih reigns, and 
joined the Prince of Orange, by whom he was 
made a Baronet and Lord of the Admiralty. 
He f offended the Tory Houfe of Commons, who 
impeached the Whig Lords in 1701; and the 
Tory adminiftration were eager to remove him. 
However, being difguited, as his biographer fajrs J, 
at the promotion of the Earl of Pembroke, " He

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" took all opportunities of oppofing almoft every 
" thing that was advanced by the Court, and 
" finding no notice taken of him by the Court y he went 
** on with hif reJenJtmejit^ and was a great obftaclo 
" to the occafional conformity-bill, which at that 
" time was voted for by all who had places of 
" truft." From this time his Lordfliip feems en- 
tirely to have abandoned his firll principles, and 
to have given^ himfelf up to the High Church 
party, though he continued to go fometimes to 
meetings. His hiftorian afcribes this change to 
the violent meafufes of the Whigs j but after fo 
candid a confeflion as he had made above of his 
Lordfliip's difgufts, the reader will be apt to 
think that 'the meafures oi the Whigs were not 
the fole {tumbling block. Be that as it may, in 
1705, we find * Lord Haverlham opening the 
debate againft the Duke of Marlborough ; and, 
in the year 1707 f , he was one of the Lords that 
attacked the condudl of the Admiralty. In 1708, 
" My Lord Haverfham, a great fpeech-maker 
" and publifher of his fpeeches |,'* fays the 
Duchefs of Marlborough, " and who was become 
" the mouth of the party for any extraordinary 
** alann, was fent privately by the Tories to the

Grandson of the Chancellor, and a man whofe 
morals were as amiable as the life of the former 
was hateful. The firft was an author only to 
ferve the purpofes of the fadions in which he 
was engaged ; the writings of the latter breathe 
the virtues of his mind, for which they are much 
more eftimable than for their ftyle and manner. 
He delivers his dodlrines in ecftatic didiion, like 
one of the Magi inculcating philofophic vifions 
to an eaftern auditory ! 

His principal works are publilhed in three vo- 
lumes, well known by the title of the " Charac- 
" teriftics of Men, Manners, Opinions, Times/*

JOHN, 
LORD SOMERS, 

One of thofe divine men, who, like a chapel 
in a palace, remain linprofaned, while all the 
ireft is tyranny, corruption, and folly. All the 
traditional accounts of him, the hiftorians of the 
laft age, and its beft authors, reprefent him as 
the moft incorrupt lawyer, and the honefteft

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Hatefinan, as a juafter orator, a genius of tKe 
fineft tafte, and as a patriot of the nobleft and 
moft cxtenfive views ; as a man, who difpenfed 
bleilings by his life, and planned them for pofte- 
rity. He was at once the model of Addifon, and 
the touchftone of Swift : The one wrote from 
him, the other for him *. The former, however, 
has drawn a laboured, but difFufe and feeble cha- 
ra<9:er of him in the Freeholder f , neither wor- 
thy of the author nor his fubjed. It is known 
that my Lord Somers farvived the powers of his 
underftanding. Mr. Addifon fays, " His hfe in- 
•* deed feems to have been prolonged beyond its

Hew bad a man, tb endea- 
vour to improve his mind and underftandii^g !— Can one wonder that 
LT)rd Bolingbroke and Pope always tried to prevent Swift from expofing - 
himfelf by publiihing this wretched ignorant libel ! and could it avoid fall- 
ing, as it has, into immediate contempt and oblivion ?•*-*— However, as 
the g^eateft charaders cannot be clear of all alloy. Swift might have 
known that Lord Somers vtras not entirely juftifiable in obtaining forae 
grants of Crown lands, which, though in no proportion to other gains in 
that reign, it would have become him to refill, not to countenance by 
his example.

As if a man was 
preferved by Heaven in a ftate of dotage, till an 
event fliould arrive which would make him hap- 
py if he retained his fenfes ! Equally injudicious 
is another paflage, intended for encomium, where 
we are told, " That he gained great efteem with 
^* Queen Anne, who had conceived many un- 
" reafonable prejudices againft him !" Mr. Ad- 
difon might as well have faid, That the Queen 
had at firft difbelieved, and was afterwards con- 
verted to Sir Ifaaq Newton's fyftem of comets. 
Her Majefty was full as good a judge of aftro- 
nomy, as of Lord Somers's merits. In truth, 
Mr. Addifon was fometimes as weak a writer, 
when he wrote ferioufly, as he was admirable in 
touching the. delicacies of natural humour. He 
fays, that my Lord Somers was often compared 
with Sir Francis Bacon, and gives the preference 
to the former, " becaufe he, all integrity, did 
" not behave as meanly, when profecuted by 
" the Houfe of Commons, as the other under 
** convidion of guilt.^' This argument is as poor 
^s the panegyric. To argue from their behaviour, 
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they fhould have been in fimiiar circumftances. 
If they are to be compared, the fuperior penetra- 
tion of genius cannot be denied to Bacon ; the vir- 
tue will all be Somers's. If he mull be compar* 
ed with another Chancellor, it muft not be with 
Clarendon, who was more morofe and fevere, 
' had lefs capacity, and a thoufand more preju- 
dices. The great Chancellor de I'Hofpital feems 
to refemble Somers moft in the dignity of his 
foul and the elegance of his underftanding. 

The momentous times in which he lived, gave 
Lord Somers opportunities of difplaying the ex- 
tent of his capacity . and the patriotifm gf his 
heart ; opportunities as little fought for the form- 
er, as they were honeftly courted and purfued 
for the latter. The excellent balance of our 
conftitution never appeared in a clearer light 
than with relation to this Lord, who, though im- 
"peached by a mifguided Houfe of Commons with 
^11 the intemperate folly that at times difgraced 
the free ftates of Greece, yet had full liberty to 
vindicate his innocence and manifeft an integri- 
ty, which could never have fhone fo bright, un- 
lefs it had been juridically afperfed. In our con- 
ftitution, Ariftides may be traduced, clamoured 
againft, and when matter is wanting, fummary 

addrefles may be- propofed or voted * for remov-

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ing him for ever from the fervice of the govern^ 
ment ; but happily the fadious and the envious 
have not a power of condemning by a fhell, whicl? 
many of them cannot iign. 

It was no inglorious part (Sf this great Chan* 
cellor's life, that, when removed from the admi* 
niftration, his labours were ftill dedicated to the 
fervice of the government and of his country. 
In this fitiiation, above all the little prejudices 
of a profeffion, for he had no profeffion but that 
of Solon and Lycurgus, he fet himfelf to correft 
the grievances of the law, wd to amend the vo- 
catioii he had adorned *, The union of the 
kingdoms was projefted too by him j and it was 
not to his difgrace, that the princefs, whofe pre- 
judices he had conquered, and whofe efteem he 
had gained, offered him up as one of the firft fa- 
crifices on the altar of Utrecht. 

Such deathlefs monuments of his abilities and 
virtue diminifh the regret we fliould otherwife 
feel, that though Lord Slomers wrote feveral 
pieces, we are ignorant even of the titles of many 
of them; fo little was fame his obje<ai This mo- 
defty is mentioned particularly in the Freeholder 
I have quoted. What little I have been able to 
difcover of his writings are thefe :— " Dryden's

DUKE OF BUCKINGHAM. 

. The life of this Peer takes up fourteen pages 
and a half in folio in the General Didtionary, 
where it has little pretenfions to occupy a couple. 
But his pious reli49: was always purchafing places 
for him, herfelf, and their fon, in every fuburb 
of the Temple of Fame — a tenure, againft which, 
of all others, Quo-warrantos are fure to take 
place. The author of the article in the Die- 
tionary calls the Duke one of the moft beautiful 
profe writers and greateft poets of this age ; 
which is alfo, he lays, proved by the fineft writ- 
ers, his cotemporaries — ^Certificates, that have 
little weight, where the merit is not proved by 
the author's own works. It is certain that his 
Grace's compofitions in profe have nothing ex- 
traordinary in them ; his poetry is moft indif- 
ferent, and the greateft part of both is already 
fallen into total negled:. It is faid that he wrote 
in hopes of being confounded with his predecef- 
for in the title ; but he would more eafily have 
been miftaken with the other Buckingham, if he 
had never written at all. He was defcended 
from Lord Sheffield, the author mentioned above, 
had a great deal of bravery, and underftood a 
pourt.^ Queen Anne, who undoubtedly had no 
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turn to gallantry, yet fo far refembled her pre- 
deceffor Elizabeth, as not to dillike a little* ho- 
mage to her perfon. This Duke was immediate- 
ly rewarded on her accefficm, for having made 
love to her before her marriage. Though at- 
tached to the Houfe of Stuart and their prin- 
ciples, he maintained a dignity of honour in fome 
points, independent of all connexions, for he ri- 
diculed * King James's religion, though he at- 
tended him to his chapel ; and warmly took the 
part of the Catalans againft the Tory Miniftry, 
whom he had helped to introduce to the Queen. 
His works are publifhed in two large volumes 4to. 
In Prior's pofthumous f works is a little poem to 
Mrs. Manley on her firft play, not printed with 
the reft of the Duke's compofitions. 

ROBERT HARLEY, 
EARL OF OXFORD. 

The hiftory of this Lord is too frefh in every 
body's memory to make it requifite to expatiate 
upon his charader. What blemiflies it had, have 
been fo feverely cenfured by the aflbciate J of his 
councils and politics, that a more diftant obferver 
has no pretence to enlarge on them. Befides, as

His I^ordfliip told him that he employed many of 
his idle hours in poetry ; but that having the misfortune to be of the fame 
name with the Honourable Edward Howard, fo much ridiculed in the 
Uft age, no printer would meddle with his works, which therefore he de* 
iiredthe gentleman to recommend to fome of the profeflion of his acquaint- 
ance. The gentleman excufed himfelf as well as he could. The Earl 
then begran to read fome of his verfes; but coming to the defcription of a 
beautiful woman, he fuddenly flopped, and faid, ** Sir, I am not like molt 
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firft intituled — ^** Mifcellanies in Profe and Verfe, 
" by a perfon of quality," 1725, 8vo. 

The other, which contains many pieces print- 
ed in the fonner, (both being ufhered by recom- 
mendatory verfes) is called — " Mufarum DeliciaCy 
" containing effays upon Paftoral; Ideas, fuppofed 
" to be written above two thoufand years ago, 
•* by an Afiatic poet, (who, it feems, wrote in profe) 
" and who flourifhed under the reign of the Grand 
** Cyrus ; and Sapphic verfe by a nobleman.'* 
Printed, as appears by a date in the middle of 
the book, in 1728. The executors of this Lord 
conferred fome value on his works, by burning 
a great number of the copies after his death. 
Indeed, the firft volume is not without merit; for 
his Lordfhip has tranfplanted whole pages of 
Milton into it, under the title of Elegancies.

Was much afperfed during his life ; but this

Like Buckingham and Rochefter, comforted 
all the grave and dull, by throwing away the 
brighteft profufion of parts on witty fooleries, de* 
baucheries, ahd fcrapes, which may mix graces 
with a great charafter, but never can compofe 
one. If Julius Csefar had only rioted with Cata* 
line, he had never been Emperor of the Worid. 
Indeed the Duke of Wharton was not made for 
conqueft; he was not equally formed for a round 
houfe and Pharfalia : In one of his ballads, he 
has bantered his own want of heroifm; it was 
in a fong he made on being feized by the guard 
in St. James's Park^ for finging the Jacobite air, 
** The King (hall have his own again," 

The Duke he drew out half his {word. 
the guard drew out the reft. 

His levities, wit, and want of principles, his e- 
loquence atid advehtures, ate too well known to 
be recapitulated. With attachment to no party, 
though with talents to gbVern any party, thii 
lively man .changed the free air of Weftminfter 
for the gldoitl of the Efcurial ; the profpeft of 
King George's garter for the Pretender's; and 
with indifference to all religion, the frolic Lord 
who had Writ the ballad on the Archbifliop of 
Canterbury, died in the habit of a capuchin. 
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It is difficult to give an accoqnt of the workf 
pf fo^mercurial a man, whofe library was a tavern, 
and won^en of pleafure hi§ mufes. A thoufand 
fallies of his imagination may have been loft j 
he no more wrote for fame than he aded for it. 
There are two volumes in odlavo called his life 
and writings, but containing of the latter no-f 
thing but — " Seventy, four numbers of a perio-, 
** dical paper, called the True Briton,'* and hi« 
celebrated— •* Speech in the Houfe' of Lords, 
** on the third reading of the bill to inflift pains 
" and penalties on Francis Lord Bilhop of Ro- 
^* chefter, May 15. 1723.'' It is a remarkable 
anecdote relating to this fpeech. That his Grace, 
then in oppofition to the court, went to Ghelfea 
the day before the laft debate on that prelate's 
affair, where ading contrition, he profeiTed being 
determined to work out his pardon at court, by 
fpeaking againft the Biftiop, in order to which he 
begged fome hints. The minifter was deceived, 
and went through the whole caufe with him, 
pointing out where the ftrength of the argument 
lay, and where its weaknefs. The Duke was very 
thankful, returned to town, paffed the night in 
drinking, and without going to bed, went to the 
Houfe of Lords, where be fpoke for the Biihop, 
recapitulating in the moft mafterly manner, 
and anfwering all that had been urged againft 

Riij 
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him *. His fpeech againft the miniftry two years 
before, on the affair of the South -Sea Company, 
had a fatal effect ; Earl Stanhope anfwering it 
with fo much warmth, that he hurft a blood-veffel 
and died.

He wrote againft the late King, who 
had forgiven iim ; againft Sir Robert Walpole, 
who did forgive him j againft the Pretender and 
the clergy, who never will forgive him. He is 
pne of our beft writers ; though his attacks on all 
governments and all religions (neither of which 
views he cared diredlly to own) have neceflarily

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involved his ftyle in a want of perfpicuity. One 
muft know the man before one can often guefs 
his meaning.

JOHN HOLLES; 
EARL OF CLARE, 

A MAN too remarkable to be omitted^ while 
there was the leaft foundation for infcribing him 
in this Catalogue ; yet was that foundation too 
flight to range him in form as an author. 

His f perfon was lofty and noble, his courage 
daring, his eloquence ufeful, his virtues often at 
war with his intercft, as often accommodating 
themfelves to it* A voliyiteer in the Netherlands 
under Sir Francis Vere ; a feaman in one of the 
greateft fcenes on which his country ever adted^ 
the- naval war of 1588 ; at which time his a6live 
ftrength was fo extraordinary, that he could climb 
the talleft fliip, though locked in the unwieldy

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armour of thofe days. He diftinguifhed himfelf 
in Hungary ; in Ireland he was knighted for hig 
public valour, his private was fuccefsful in duels. 
He encountered little lefs danger in provoking 
the refentmcnt of thofe mighty minifters, Bur- 
leigh and Buckingham, the one for his miftrefs, 
the other for his friend— the caufe of the latter 
he never deferted: He praifed Raleigh, when 
dead ; ftuck to Somerfet, when fallen ; defended 
the Earl of Oxford^ when opprefled by the power 
of Villiers. Yet with this bold fpirit of ancient 
times, he had much of the charader of far more 
fiiodern patriots. He often oppofed the court 
from perfonal difgufts, often returned for private 
tiews ; loudly ftigmatized the traffic of peerages, 
yet bought both his barony and his earldom; and 
approaching his refemblance to very modem pa- 
triots, offended the King, by accufing him * of 
a defign to introduce a body of German horfe. 
He had originally been ©f the band of penfioners 
to Queen Elizabeth, when the pooreft gentle- 
man of the troop had 4000I. per annum : his 
next preferment at court was Comptroller to 
Prince Henry. Soon after his death. Holies was 
difgraced and imprifoned for a caufe, which, 
though called trivial by his relations and bio- 
grapher, leaves no favourable! impreffion of his 
tnemory. It was for having a private conference

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•with Garnet and another Jefuid at their execu- 
tion. That brutal and corrupt man Sir Edward 
Coke, pleading with his acciiftomed acrimony in 
the Star Chamber againft Holies, aiked him this 
elegant queftion, 

£t quae tanta fuit Tyburn tibi caufa videndi ? 

What was ftill more memorable, the politic 
criminal bought himfelf out of prifoninto a peer-* 
age, by a prefent of io,oool. to Buckingham j 
and, for 5000I. more, obtained, from the fame 
market, the earldom of Clare, which had juft 
been refufed to the Earl of Warwick, on a fo- 
len^n declaration of the court-lawyers, that if' was 
a title peculiar to the blood royal, and not to be 
allowed to a meaner fubjeft. 

Indeed, audacious as the profligacy of that 
court was, it is to be fufpeded that the Earl of 
Glare had another private key to the gate of hia 
prifon. He had been of the houfehold to Prince 
Henry, and was a bold fpeaker j a man whofe 
refentments had carried him to vifit condemned 
Jefuifts, was a dangerous perfon if polTefled of a 
court-fecret— -and that he was, fome myfteriotis 
lines written in his pocket-book feem ftrongly to 
intimate ; they begin thus t 

Afbeon once Diana naked fpied 

At unawares, yet by his dogs he died, &c« 

The writer of his life fays^ indeed, that the 
Earl did not believe Prince Henry poifoned, but

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he mentions an if^ which adds much more weight 
to the fufpicion) than the negation could take 
from it ; nor is his fuppofal that the Earl would 
have hated Somerfet, if he had known him guilty, 
of any force. The morals of Clare were not al- 
ways rigid. 

Perhaps I have been too difFufe on a man Who 
fcarcel;j^ comes within my plan ; but the fingu* 
larity of his life and fortunes have drawn me be- 
yond a juft length. I will conclude with men* 
tioning, that, towards the end of his life, he was 
on the point of being declared Lord Treafurer 
(as his friend Somerfet was of being reftored to 
favour), that he once more offended the courti 
by refufirig the order of the Bath for his twofons, 
from refentment of the difgrace of another friend, 
Archbilhop Williams ; and that he was father of 
the famous patriot Lord Holies, and father-in- 
law of the more famous minifter Lord Straffordi 
He wrote — " An Anfwer to fome paffages of Sir 
" Francis Bacon's Effay on Empire/' — " Epitaph 
" on his Son Francis, in Weftminfter Abbey.** 
The tomb is remarkable for its fimplicity and 
good tafte. — '' Epitaph on Sir Walter Raleigh.*' 
-*." The Verfes in his Pocket-Book, mentioned 
" above." — " A Speech in behalf of the Earl of 
" Oxford." The bifhops having uniformly voted 
againft the Earl^ to pay their court to Bucking- 
ham, who oppofed him, Lord Clare paffing by 




i;';; Straff 6r&; 
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their bench the next day, faid to them, " My 
" Lords, I obferved yefterday you went all one 
" way ; and yet you fhall not all be Bifhops of 
" Canterbury." — " A fenfible and cautious Let- 
" terof Ad vice to his fon-in-law Strafford.'* Lord 
Clare was admired for his letters ; and Howel, 
in two of his, bears teftimbny to the Earl's learn- 
ing and Ikill in languages. 

THOMAS WENTWORTH, 
EARL OF STRAFFORD, 

. Is not recorded here for his fpeieches and let*. 
tcrs> thofe chef-d'oeuvres of fenfe, of nervous and 
pathetip eloquence ; but on occaiioji of an elegy, 
with fome affefting lines, faid t6 have been com- 
pofed by him the night before his execution. It 
has been republifhed in the coUeftion * of trads 
called Lord Somers's ; but in a fubfequent vo- 
lume f, we are told that it was a fidion, avowed 
afterwards by another perfon. Moft probably it 
was not genuine : That hero had other ways of 
venting his fcorn than in fonnets and madrigals. 
When the Lieutenant of the Tower offered him 
a coach, left he Ihould be torn to pieces by the 
mob in palling to execution, he replied, " I die 
** to pleafe the people, and I will die in their

LORD ARUNDEL OF \VARDOUR, 

One of the Lords imprifoned for the Popilh 
plot, had behaved with diftinguifhed bravery in 
the quarrel of Charles I. j but the merit of his 
religion and fufferings were ftronger recommen- 
dations to James IL in whofe fhort reign Lord 
Arundel was Lord Privy-Seal, and much trufted. 
In a paltry coUeftioh, called Loyal Poems, print-^ 
ed in 1685, by one of the loweft tools of the Ro- 
man Catholic fadion, I find — " Five little Me- 
** ditations in verfe," afcribed to this Lord, and 
faid to be written whilft he was prifoner in the 
Tower. 

In another poem in this colledion, p. 227. it 
is faid that Arundel was to have been Chancel- 
lor. Another, on the death of Charles II. is fo 
ridiculoufly bad, that I cannot help quoting the 
two firft lines of it. 

Hang all the ftreets with fable fad ; and call 
The royal palace Black, and not Whitehall. 

The moft remarkable piece in this mifcellany, 
in which there are a few of a better ftyle, is the 
elegy of<3harles I. which I have before mention- 
ed, and which being printed, and afcribed to 
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him in the life of his fon, is a ftrong prefumption 
of its authenticity. 



ROBERT SPENCER, 
EARL OF SUNDERLAND, 

Having been loaded with variety of accufa-^ 
tions for the lengths he had gone in countenan^ 
cing Popery to flatter King James, and with be^ 
traying him afterwards to the Prince of Orange, 
publilhed a vindication of his conduct, called — ^ 
V The Earl of Sunderland's letter to a friend in 
" the country, &c. March 23, 1689*." 

THOMAS GREY, 
EARL OF STAMFORD, 

Published his fpecch at the general quarter- 
felfions held for the county of Leicefler at Mi- 
chaelmas 1690 ; his Lordfhip being made Cuftos 
Rotulorum for the faid county by the late Lords 
Commiflioners of the Great Seal. Lond. 1692, 
4to, with a preface.

with propriety be claffed among that order ; yet 
he was too great an honour to his country to be 
omitted ; and it is the duty of the meaneft hifto* 
rian, and his felicity, to have in his power to do 
juftice to the memory of the deferving, which falls 
not within the compafs of particulars to procure 
to the living. The author of thofe curious lives 
of the Dudleys, in the Biographia, has already 
retrieved the fame of this extraordinary perfon

from oblivion ; and therefore I fliall touch but 
very few particulars of his ftory. He * was edu- 
cated under Sir Thomas Chaloner, the accom- 
pliihed governor of Prince Henry, and diftin- 
guifhed his youth by martial achievements, and 
by ufeful difcoveries in the Weft Indies. But it 
was the houfe of Medici, thofe patrons of learn- 
ing and talents, who foftered this enterprifing 
fpirit, and who were amply rewarded for their 
xnunificence, by his projeding the free port of 
Leghorn. He flouriihed in their court, and in 
that of the Emperor, who declared him Duke of 
Northumberland, a dukedom remarkably con- 
firmed to his widow, whom Charles I. created 
Duchefs Dudley. Antony Wood fays f , " The 
^ Duke was a complete gentleman in all fuitable 
" employments, an exaft feaman, an excellent

This 
paper, by which Dudley had fought to ingrati^ 
ate himfelf with James I, concluding no method 
fo eafy or fure for recovering his own right as t© 
inftrud the King how to ufurp upon the rights 
of his fubjefts, this paper had long lain negled- 
cd ; but, in the year 1628, an information was 
filed by Sir Robert Heath, Attorney General, in 
the Star Chamber, againft the £arls of Bedford, 
Somerfet, and Clare, Sir Robert Cotton, John 
Selden, and Oliver St. John J, for difperfing this 
Ihamelfifs libel.

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lication to the patriots, who meaned. to make thtf 
King odious ; a moft improbable charge, and not 
at all confirmed by what really happened after- 
wards, when it was republiflied under the title 
of " Strafford's Plot." There is great reafon to 
prefume that this attack on parliaments was not 
made without the connivance of the court, at 
leaft was not difagreeable to it, the Attorney Ge- 
neral receiving orders, in the middle of the pro- 
fecution, to difmifs the caufe, on pretence that 
his Majefty was willing to extend his royal le- 
nity to his fubjeds on the birth of a Prince, of 
whom the Queen was juft delivered. The re- 
markable incident unnoticed, was the Earl of 
Somerfet being involved in this trial, that haughty 
and fallen favourite, generally fuppofed to have 
dragged out the remainder of his life in infamy 
and obfcurity, but who here appears engaged in 
ftate- intrigues with fome of the greateft Lords at 
that period. — " Catholicon," a phyfical book. 
He alfo difcovered a purging powder, which pafles 
under the name of a phyfician who wrote a book 
on the virtues of it, and dedicated it to the Duke. 
Confidering how enterpriiing and dangerous a 
minifter he might have made, and what variety 
of talents were called forth by his misfortunes, 
it feems to have been happy both for the Duke 
and his country, that he was unjuftly deprived 
of the honours to which his birth gave him pr?-.

Duke of Suffolk, miniller to Henry VI. or rather

gentlewoman, who, thinking it too great a de- 
cifion to take upon herfelf, recommended her to 
St. Nicholas, who, whipping on fome Epifcopal 
robes, appeared to her, and declared in favour 
of Edmund. The old gentlewoman, I Aippofc, 
was dead, and St. Nicholas out of the way j for 
we hear nothing of the Lady Margaret confult- 
ing either of them on the choice of two other 
hufbands after the death of Earl Edmund, by 
whom Ihe had King Henry. Sir Henry Staf- 
ford, the fecond, bequeathed to his fon- in-law a 
trappur of four new horfe hamifh of velvet ; and 
his mother, the Duchefs of Buckingham, in con- 
fideration of Lady Margaret*^ great affedtion for 
literature, gave her the following legacy by her 
will, " To my daughter Richmond, a book of 
" Englifh, being a legend of faints ; a book of 
" French, called Lucun; another book of French 
" of the epiftles and gofpels; and a primmer 
" with clafps of filver gilt, covered with purple

Her virtue^aut exceedingly celebrated: " Her

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change her minilliy, and, in confequence, tkt 
fate of Europe^ becaufe ihe dared to affed one 
bed-chamber woman, as flie had done another. 
The Duchefs could not comprehend how the 
coufins Sarah Jennihgs and Abigail Hill could 
ever enter into competition, though the one did 
but kneel to gather up the clue of favour, which 
the other had haughtily toffed away j and which 
Ihe could not recover by putting the Whole Du*. 
ty of Man into the Queen*s hands, to teach her 
friendlhip*. 

This favourite Duchefs, who, like the proud 
Duke of Efpernon, lived to brave the fucceflbrs 
in a court where ihe had domineered, wound up 
her capricious life^ where, it feems, flie had her* 
gun it, with an apology for her Condudl. The 
piece, though weakened by the prudence df thofe 
who were to coixedl it, though maimed by her 
Grace's own correftions, and though great part 
of it is rather the annals of a wardrobe than of 
a reign, yet has itill curious anecdotes, and a 
few of thofe fallies of wit which fourfcore yean 
of arrogance could not fail to produce in fo fan- 
taftic an underftanding. And yet, by altering 
her memoirs as often as her will, ihe difappoint* 
ed the public as much as her own family. How- 
ever, the chief objects remain ; and one fees ex- 
actly how Europe and the back flairs took their

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places in her imagination and in her narrative. 
The Revolution left no impreflion on her mind, 
but of Queen Mary turning up bed-clothes ; and 
the Proteltant hero, but of a felfifh glutton, who 
devoured a difh of peas from his fifter-in-law. 
Little circumftances, indeed, convey the mofl 
charafteriftic ideas ; but the choice of them may 
as often paint the genius of the writer, as of the 
perfon reprefented. 

Mrs. Abigail Hill is not the only perfon tranf- 
mitted to pofterity with marks of the Duchefs's 
refentment. Lord Oxford, " Honeft Jack Hill, 
♦* the ragged Boy, the Quebec General," and 
others, make the fame figure in her hiftory that 
they did in her mind. — Sallies of paflion not to 
be wondered at in one who has facrificed even 
the private letters of her miftrefs and benefac- 
trefs ! 

We have nothing of her Grace's writing, but 
the " Apology for the condudl of the Dowager 
** Duchefs of Marlborough, from her firfl: com- 
** ing to court, to the year 1710, in a letter from 
♦* herfelf to my Lord * * * *." Lond. 1742.

Had as much tafte for the writings of others, 
as inodefty about her own.

It would be idle to dwell on the iiory of this 
Prihcefs, too well known for having the misfor- 
tune to be born in the fame age, in the fame 
ifland with, and to be handfomer than Eliza- 
beth. Mary had the weaknefs to fet up a claim 
to a greater kingdom than her own, without iny 
army j and was at laft reduced by her crimes, to 
be a * faint in a religion, which was oppofite to 
what her rival profeffed out of policy. Their 
different talents for a croWn appeared even in 
their paffiohs as women. . Maty deftroyed her 
bulband for killing a mufician that was her gal- 
lant, and then married her hulbaiid*s aflaffin. 
Elizabeth difdained to marry her lovers, and put 
,one of them to death for prefuming too much 
on her afFeftion. The miftrefs of David Rizio 
could not but mifcarry in a conteft with the 
^ueen of Eflex. As handfoihe as Ihe was, 
Sextus V. never wiflied to pafs a night with 
Mary. — i-She was no mould to caft Alexan* 
ders!

der of David Rizzio, the contrivance of which 
Lord Ruthven attributes to himfelf, — ^Three MS. 
copies of this work are extant, two in the Cot- 
tonian library, and one which Sir George Mac- 
kenzie fays * he received from Dr. Burnet by 
miftake, when the bifhop intended to have given 
him a libel on the Queen of Scots. Keith has 
given an account of this piece. in his hiftory f of 
the affairs of the Church and State of Scotland. 
Sir George has given another, and obferves, 
" that perhaps no age has produced the inftance 
" of one who acknowledged himfelf to be guilty 
" of a fa<ft which all mankind muft acknowledge 
" to be murder." However, left fo extraordinary 
a circumftance fhould not be fufficient to fhake 
the credit of the narrative, Mackenzie has been 
abfurd enough to falfify it in his own abridge- 
ment; and, to vindicate the honour of the Queen, 
makes Lord Ruthven affirm that " Rizzio was

CiiEATEB Lord Maitland by James VI. to whom 
he had been Secretary of State, was famous for his 
— " Latin Epigrams *." — He tranflated too fome 
verfes of James I., publifhed with the King's 
Works. His Majefty, in return, wrote an epi- 
taph for the Chancellor, which in that age of a- 
dulation, was no doubt eileemed a peculiar mark 
of honour. It is printed in Sir George Macken- 
zie's Account of Lord Maitland. 

WILLIAM ALEXANDER^ 
EARL OF STIRLING, 

Was a very celebrated poet, and greatly fupe- 
rior to the ftyle of his age. His Works are print- 
ed in folio; the chief of which are four tragedies 
in alternate rhyme. The firft grant of Nova 
Scotia was made to this Lord.

There never was a ftronger inflance of what 
the magic of words, and the art of an hiftorian 
can eflfedt, than in the charadler of this Lord, 
who feems to have been a virtuous, well-mean- 
ing man, with a moderate underftanding *, who 
got knocked on the head early in the civil war, 
becaufe it boded ill : and yet, by the happy fo^ 
lemnity of my Lord Clarendon's didion. Lord 
Falkland is the favourite perfonage of that noble 
work. We admire the pious ^neas, who, with 
all his unjuft and ufurpiing pretenfions, we are 
taught to believe was the fent of Heaven ; but 
it is the amiable Pallas we regret, though he was 
killed before he had performed any adion of con- 
fequence. 

That Lord Falkland was a weak man, to me 
appears indubitable. We are told he adled with 
Hampden and the patriots, till he grew better 
informed what was law f , It is certain that the 
ingenious Mr. Hume has fliown that both King 
James and King Charles aded upon precedents

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of prerogative which they found eftablifhed.— « 
Yet will this neither juftify them nor Lord Falk- 
land. If it would, wherever tyranny is eftabliih- 
ed by law, it ought to be facred and perpetual. 
Thofe patriots did not attack King Charles fo 
much for violation of the law, as to oblige him 
to fubmit to the amendment of it ; and I muft 
repeat, that it was great weaknefs to oppofe a 
prince for breaking the law, and yet fcruple to 
oppofe him when he obftruded the corredion of 
it. My Lord Falkland was a fincere Proteftant ; 
would he have taken up arms againft Henry VIII. 
for adding new nonfenfe to eftablifhed Popery, 
and would he not have fought to obtain the Re- 
formation ? — ^Again, when he abandoned Hamp- 
den and that party, becaufe he miftrulled the 
extent of their defigns, did it juftify his going 
over to the King ? With what-~I will not fay, 
confcience — but with what reafon could he, who 
had been fo fenfible of grievances*, lend his 
hand to reftore the authority from whence thofe 
grievances flowed ! Did the ufurpation of Crom- 
well prove that Laud had been a meek paftor ? 
If Hampden and Pym were bad men and ambi- 
tious, could not Lord Falkland have done more 
fervice to the ftate by remaining with them, and 
checking their attempts, and moderating their 
councils, than by oflTering his fword and abilities

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to the King? His Lordfliip had felt the tyranny; 
did not he know, that, if authorifed by vidory, 
neither the King^s temper nor government were 
likely to become more gentle? Did he think that 
lofe of liberty or lofs of property are not evik, but 
ni^hen the law of the land allows them to be fo ? 
Not to defcant too long, it is evident to me that 
tbis Lord had much debiUty of mind, and a kind 
of fuperftitious fcruples, that might flow from an 
excellent heart, but by no means from a fohd 
underftanding. His refufing to entertain fpies, 
or to open letters, when Secretary of State, were 
the punftilios of the former, not of the latter; 
and his'putting on a clean ihirt to be killed in, 
is no proof of fenfe either in his Lordfliip, or in 
the hiftorian * who thought it worth relating. 
Falkland's figning the declaration, that he did 
not believe the King intended to make war on 
the parliament, and at the fame time fubfcribing 
to levy twenty horfe for his Majefty's fervice, 
comes under a defcription, which, for the fake 
of the refl: of his character, I am willing to call 
great infatuation. He wrote—" A Speech on 
"ill Counfellors about the King," 1640. — '' A

" Judges-'^ — " A Speech againft the Bifliops,

GEORGE MACKENZIE, 
EARL OF CROMERTY, 

A PERSON eminent for his learning, arid for his 
abilities as a ftatefman and general, of which laft 
profeffion he was reckoned, at his death in 17 14, 
one of the oldeft in Europe. He contributed to 
the reftoration of Charles 11. by whom he was 
made one of the Senators of the College of Juf- 
tice. Clerk Regifter of the Privy Council, and 
Juftice General. James 11. made him a Baron 
and Vifcount ; Queen Anne, Secretary of State 
and an Earl.

The point indeed harf been much 
litigated, but is of little confequence, except

"from 1661 to i68i, two volumes folio." — 
" Philofophia Experimentalis," publiflied in Hol- 
land during his exile, and much commended by 
Bayle in his Journal.—" A Vindication of the 
" Divine Attributes," 8vo. — " An Apology for 
" his own Condu6t," 4to. This laft is but a pam- 
phlet ; nor is it known on what occaiion he pul>« 
lifhed it. The only copy of it extant is in the 
Advocate's library at Edinburgh.

Was brought up under Sir Robert Cecil, and, 
in 1619, attained the office of Secretary of State, 
which, however, he refigned confcientioufly in 
J 624, on having embraced the Roman Catholic 
religion. He remained Privy pounfellor, and 
was made a Baron. He had the grant of Avalon, 
the firft Chriflian fettlement in Newfoundland, 
whither he went and defended it bravely againft 
the French ; and on its being afterwards yielded

As a 
ftatefman it is fufficient to fay that he had the 
confidence of Cromwell : As a man, he was 
graceful, and would have fupported the fon of 
his friend : Like Cicero and RicheHeu he could 
not be content without being a poet, The fen- 
fiblc author of a very curious life of this Lord, in 
the Biographia, feems to be as bad a judge of 
poetry as his Lordfliip or Cicero, when he fays

WENTWORTH DILLON, 
EARL OF ROSCOMMON, 

One of the moft renowned writers in the reign 
of Charles U. but one of the moft carelefs too. 
His eflay on tranflated verfe, and his tranflation 
of Horace's art of Poetry, have great merit ; in 
the reft of his poems there are fcarce above foiur 
lines that are ftriking, as thefe,

His poems are printed together in the firft 
volume of the Works of the Minor Poets. At 
the defire of the Duke of Ormond, he tranllated 
into French Dr. Sherlock^s difcourfe on Paffive 
Obedience, intituled, — '* The Cafe of Refiftance 
" of the Supreme Powers *.'* And we are told f 
that his Lordfllip, in conjunftion with Dryden, 
projeded a Society for refining and fixing the 
ftandard of our language. 

ROGER PALMER, 
EARL OF CASTLEMAIN, 

Author of feveral pieces, but better known 
by having been the hufband of thtf Duchefs of 
Cleveland, and by being fent ambaflador from 
James II. to the Pope, who treated him with as 
little ceremony as his wife had done. While her 
Grace'^was producing Dukes for the ftate, the 
Earl was bufied in controverfial divinity, and in

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defending the religion of the Prince who was fa 
gracious to his Lady.

Lond, 1666, fmall lamo* with a print of the 
Earl before it. In the dedication he difcovers 
that the Turk is the Great Leviathan, and that

« Written by the Right Hon. the Earl of Caftle-

" Gent." In the Savoy, 1671. The Editor, as wife 
as his author, obferves that the Earl had vifited 
Paleftine, to which he had a particular relation by 
his name Palmer or Pilgrim : And he acquaints 
the World, that the EarPs great-grandfather had 
three fons born for three Sundays fucceflively ; 
and that another of his anceftors, with the fame 
wife, kept fixty open Chriftmas's in one houfe^ 
without ever breaking up houfe. — ^** The Earl of 
«' Caftlemain's Manifefto." 1689. This is a de- 
fence of himfelf from being concerned in the 
Popifh plot, of which he was accufed by Turber- 
villc. — ^ An Apology in behalf of the Papifts.** 
This piece has not his name. It was anfwered 
by Loyd, Bifhop of St. Afaph, in 1667, and wm 
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reprinted with the anfwer in 1746.—" The Eng- 
** lifli Globe, being a flabil and immobil one, per- 
" forming what tl^e ordinary Globes do, and 
** much more. Invented and defcribed by the 
" Right Honourable the Ecirl of Caftlemaine." 
1679, thin 4to. — ** The Compendium; or, alhort 
" view of the trials in relation to the prefent 
" plot, &c." Lond. i6jg. This piece is like- 
wife anonymous, is afcribed to him, but I cannot 
affirm it to be of his writing. I believe he wrote 
other things, but I have not met with them.

JOHN, 
LORDCUTTS, 

A SOLDIER of moft hardy bravery in King Wil- 
liam's wars, was fon of Riphard Cutts, Efq, of 
Matching in Effex, where the family was fettled 
about the time of Henry VI. and had a great 
eftate *. Our author was made Baron of Gowran 
in Ireland, one of the Lords Juftices General, 
General of the forces in that kingdom, and Go- 
vernor of the Ifle of Wight. He died at Dublin 
in January 1 706, and is buried there in the Ca- 
thedral of Chrift. Church f .

£MfiASSADOR to fevcial Courts, was author of ar 
Very ingenious**-*" Account of RuiEa, as it was

1733, upon occafion of the folemnity of the mar- 
riage of the Princefs Royal with the Prince of 
Orange,—" Remarks upon a fcandalous piece, in- 
" tituled, A brief account of the caufes that have 
" retarded the progrefs of the Colony pf Georgia 
^ in America.'' ^743* His JliOrdfhip publiifaed 
feveral other tr^dts about that time, relating tq 
that Colony.—^* Many tetters and Efiays upon 
" nioral fubjeds, in a paper palled the Weekly

He wrote a confiderabl^ p^rt of a ge^ealogipal 
hiftory of his own family, which was afterwards 
enlarged and methodized by Anderfon, author of 
the Royal Genealogies, and by Mr. Whifton of 
the Tally-CQurt. 

His Lordfhip compofed too a yery great colTec- 
tion of-^'^ Lives and Charader; of Eminent Men 
^ in England, frqiQ very ancient to very moden^ 
^* mnes, in which work be vm indefatigably em- 
'' ployedy till difabled by the pacalytic difox^e^ 
1 of which he died.?* 
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WILLIAM, 
VISCOUNT G^IMSTON, 

Js only mentioned here to vindicate him fironj 
^eiqg an author, leaving, when a boy, written ^ 
play called-r-" The Lawyer's Fortune, qr Love 
*^ in a HoUow-tree," to be aded with his fchool- 
fellows. The Duchefs of Marlborough, many yeara 
i^fterwards, procured a copy, and printed it, ^t a tim^ 
that Ihe had a difpute with him about the borough 
of St* Albans. Lord Grimilon buying up the im« 
preffion, the Duchefs fent the copy to Holland 
to be reprinted. She made his Lordfhip ample 
preparation afterwards, by printing her owij IVfe- 
poirs^ not written in her childhood*
